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REPORT ON THE BIRTHS, DEATHS, AND 
MARRIAGES REGISTERED IN SCOTLAND 
DURING THE YEAR 1927. | 


GENERAL SUMMARY. 


THE population of Scotland in the middle of the year 1927 is 
estimated as being 4,891,953. This estimate is 4,685 less than 
that for the previous year, 1926, but is 9,456 more than the 
population of Scotland as ascertained by the Census taken in the 
middle of the year 1921. 

Births registered in Scotland during the year numbered 
96,672, and equalled a birth-rate of 19°76 per thousand. The 
births of the year are fewer than those in all previous years 
since 1855. The number is 5,777 less than that of the previous 
year, 11,423 less than the mean of those of the preceding five 
years, and 13,576 less than the mean of those of the preceding 
ten years. The birth-rate of the year, 19°76, is 1:16 less than 
that of the previous year, 2°32 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding five years, and 2°89 less than the mean of those 
of the preceding ten years. It is the lowest Scottish birth-rate 
yet recorded, the previous lowest being that of the year 1917, 
which was 20°26. Subsequent to the termination of the Great 
War the Scottish birth-rate rose and attained a maximum of 
28°07 per thousand in 1920, but has since then steadily decreased, 
falling below 24 in 1922, below 22 in 1924, and in 1927, the year 
now under review, below 20. 

The illegitimate children whose births were registered during 
the year numbered 6,978, which number, with one exception, 
that of the year 1925, is the smallest yet recorded. This number 
is 68 less than that of the previous year, 286 less than the mean 
of those of the preceding five years, and 908 less than the mean 
of those of the preceding ten years. The number of illegitimate 
children born annually in Scotland is in great contrast to what 
was formerly the case : from 1862 to 1887 the number was con- 
stantly over 10,000, and in the years 1889 to 1897 constantly 
over 9,000. The illegitimate rate of the year, i.e. the number 
of illegitimate children per 100 total children registered, was 7°22, 
which rate is 0°34 less than that of the previous year, and 0:50 
less than the mean of the rates of the preceding five years. 

Marriages registered during the year numbered 32,593, which 
number is 1,342 more than that of the previous year, but is 529 
less than the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 3,469 
less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. The 
marriage-rate of the year was 6°66 per thousand, which is 0:28 
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more than that of the previous year, but 0-11 less than the mean 
of those of the preceding five years, and 0-75 less than the mean 
of those of the preceding ten years. 

Marriages terminated by decree of divorce or nullity during 
the year numbered 474, which number is 49 more than that of 
the previous year and 62 more than the mean of those of the 
preceding five years, but is 21 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding ten years. 

Deaths registered during the year in all numbered 65,830 and 
equalled a death-rate of 13-46 per thousand. The deaths of the 
year are 2,050 more than in the previous year, but 1,336 fewer 
than the mean of the numbers of the preceding five years, 
and 3,493 fewer than the mean of those of the preceding ten 
years. The death-rate of the year, 13-46, is 0-43 more than that 
of the previous year, but is 0°26 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding five years, and 0°79 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding ten years. Previous to 1921 the Scottish death- 
rate was constantly over 14 per thousand, and previous to 1916 
it was constantly over 15 per thousand. This is the third 
consecutive year in which the death-rate was less than 14, and the 
eighth consecutive year in which it was less than 15. 

The infantile mortality rate of the year was 88-7 per thousand 
registered births, which rate is 5-6 more than that of the previous 
year, but is 16 less than the mean of those of the preceding 
five years, and 5:6 less than the mean of those of the preceding 
ten years. ‘The only years in which a lower infantile mortality 
rate was recorded in Scotland were 1923 and 1926, when the 
rates were 78°9 and 83:1 respectively. 

The usual endeavour has been made to verify the ages of 
reputed centenarians whose deaths were recorded during the 
year. These deaths in all numbered 13 and comprised those of 
4 men and 9 women. The result of the investigations was to 
verity the attaimment of age 100 in 5 instances, and to disprove 
attainment of that age in 3 instances, while in 5 instances no 
proof of attainment of age 100 was found. ‘These searches have 
now extended over a period of 18 years, and have in all dealt 
with the ages of 253 reputed centenarians; in 117 instances 
attainment of age 100 was verified, in 37 instances it was dis- 
proved, while in 99 instances confirmation could not be 
obtained. 

The annual death-rate from all tuberculous disease was 100 
per 100,000, and that from tuberculous disease of the respiratory 
system 71 per 100,000. Both these rates are slightly higher than 
in the previous year, but are markedly lower than in other recent 
years, the former being 12 less, and the latter 7 less, than the 
mean of the corresponding rates in the preceding five years. 

The Annual Reports of the last 50 years have almost without 
exception, year in and year out, shown an increase in the death- 
rate from malignant disease, and such is again found to be the 
case. ‘This death-rate during 1927 was 141 per 100,000, which is 
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5 more than that of the previous year, 9 more than the mean of 
those of the preceding five years, and 16 more than the mean 
of those of the preceding ten years. This is the first year in 
which this death-rate has exceeded 140. Fifty years ago, in 
1877, this death-rate was 49, or approximately one-third of what 
it now is. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and par- 
turition numbered 622 and equalled a death-rate of 6:4 per 
thousand registered births. This number is 34 less than in the 
previous year, but this rate is of the same amount as in that year 
and is 0-1 more than the mean of those of the preceding five 
years. 

Deaths from general paralysis of the insane during the year 
numbered 140. During recent years these deaths have shown 
a marked diminution: in the five years 1920 to 1924 they 
averaged 220, in 1925 this number fell to 191, in 1926 to 170, and 
in 1927 to 140. 

In recent Reports attention has been directed to the frequency 
of accidental and suicidal deaths by coal gas poisoning. The 
number of such deaths during the year differs but little from 
what it was in the previous year, 152 as against 149. In the 
three years 1919 to 1921 these deaths averaged 59, in the three 
years 1922 to 1924 they averaged 120, and in the three years 
1925 to 1927 they averaged 136. 

A table has been inserted in the Report and will be found 
on page xlv showing the number of fatal motor car accidents, 
and giving as a contrast the number of fatal accidents in con- 
nection with horses and horse-drawn vehicles. The fatal motor 
car accidents of the year numbered 448, and showed an increase 
of 32 when compared with the figure of the previous year. These 
accidents in the last three years have averaged 394, which com- 
pares with an average of 198 in the years 1920 to 1922. 

Appendix I deals with the vaccination statistics of children 
born in the year 1926, and the outstanding features are the 
relatively small proportion of children reported to have been 
successfully vaccinated, and the relatively high proportion 
exempted from vaccination by reason of Statutory Declarations 
of Conscientious Objection. Children born in 1926 and 
remaining alive at the time of statutory vaccination numbered 
95,512, and of them 59,136 or 61:9 per cent. are reported to have 
been vaccinated (or insusceptible to vaccination), while 36,376 
or 38:1 per cent. are not so reported. Of the 36,376 un- 
vaccinated children, 30,804 were exempted from vaccination by 
reason of conscientious objection on the part of their parents ; 
these children amount to 32°3 per cent. of the total children 
alive at the time of vaccination, and to 84:7 per cent. of the 
total unvaccinated. 

Appendix II deals with the detailed marriage statistics for the 
year 1926. In that year the marriage-rate was 6°38 per 
thousand, which is low, and less than those of all previous years 
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with the exception of 1917, 1887 and 1886. ‘The irregular mar- 
riages of the year numbered 3,712 and constituted 11:88 per cent. 
of the total. The number of these irregular marriages within 
recent years has been declining; in the year 1919 they were at 
a maximum of 8,851 and constituted 18°96 per cent. of the total ; 
in 1921 the number fell to 6,135, in 1928 to 4,296, and in 1924 
to 3,935. In 1925 there was a small rise to 4,032, but this year 
again shows a fall, the number being 3,712. 

Of the regular marriages of the year 20,924, or 76-0 per cent., 
were celebrated according to the rites of one or other of the three 
large Presbyterian Churches, 13:0 according to those of the 
Roman Catholic Church, and 3°5 according to those of the Scot- 
tish Episcopal Church. In the previous year these three per- 
centages were 75:1, 13°6 and 3°3 respectively. During the year 
the Marriage Registers recorded the celebration of marriage in 
Scotland according to the rites of 40 different denominations ; in 
the previous year this number was 39. 


ESTIMATED POPULATION FOR THE YEAR 1927. 


For the purposes of this Report the population of Scotland 
in the middle of the year 1927 is estimated at 4,891,953, of whom 
2,352,189 were males and 2,539,764 were females. ‘The Scottish 
population in the middle of the year 1926 was estimated at 
4,896,638, and as between the middle of the year 1926 and the 
middle of the year 1927 there was in Scotland an excess of 
registered births over registered deaths amounting to 35,084, 
while during the same period the excess of emigrants from Scot- 
land over immigrants into Scotland is estimated at 39,769, a 
difference of 4,685 has been deducted from the 1926 estimate to 
obtain that for the middle of the year 1927. The estimated 
population for the year 1927 is 9,456 in excess of the population. 
as ascertained by the Census of 1921, the excess of the estimated 
male population being 4,547 and of the female 4,909. 

The population of the larger burghs taken collectively, those 
burghs in which the population was found by the Census of 1921 
to amount to over 30,000, is estimated at 2,403,565 or 49-1 per 
cent. of the total estimated population of Scotland, that of the

smaller burghs taken collectively, burghs with censal populations 
of less than 30,000, is estimated at 948,142 or 19:4 per cent. of the 
total, and the aggregate population of the county or extra-burghal 
districts is estimated to amount to 1,540,246 or to 31:5 per cent. 
of the total. | 

As explained in the Report for the year 1921, arbitrary 
estimates are used for estimating birth-, death-, and marriage- 
rates in the County of Bute, in the Burghs of Cove and 
Kilcreggan, Dunoon, Earlsferry, Elie Liberty and Williams- 
burgh, Girvan, Kinghorn, Largs, Millport, Prestwick, Rothesay, 
Saltcoats and Troon, and in the County Districts of Arran and 
of Bute, this course being necessitated by the censal populations 
having been unduly inflated by the presence of summer visitors 
at the date of the Census of 1921. 

A list of alterations of burgh and other boundaries during the 
year is contained in Appendix IV. ‘The more important of these 
are extensions of four burghs, Invergordon, Airdrie, Greenock 
and Loanhead, and the corresponding diminution of county 
public health districts. The area annexed to the Burgh of 
Airdrie included a small portion formerly in the Burgh of 
Coatbridge. 

. BIRTH STATISTICS. 


The total number of living children whose births were 
registered in Scotland during the year 1927 was 96,672, of whom 
49,314 were males and 47,358 were females. ‘This is the smallest 
number of births registered in Scotland in any year since the 
introduction of national registration in 1855 with the exception 
of that of the year 1855 itself, when no doubt the number was 
to some extent incomplete. The births are 5,777 fewer than 
in the previous year, 11,423 fewer than the mean of the numbers 
of the preceding five years, and 13,576 fewer than the mean of 
those of the preceding ten years. A maximum number of births 
was registered in the year 1920 and was 136,546, and compared 
with this number that of this year is 39,874 or 29-2 per cent. less. 
Since 1920 the annual number of births has shown a steady drop, 
falling below 120,000 in 1922, below 110,000 in 1924, and being 
now less than 100,000. (Table 1.)

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The male children of the year numbered 3,048 fewer than 
those of the previous year and 6,059 fewer than the mean of 
the numbers of the preceding five years. The female children 
of the year numbered 2,729 fewer than those of the previous year 
and 5,364 fewer than the mean of those of the ten preceding 
years. (Table 1.) | 

The Scottish birth-rate of the year 1927 was 19°76 per 
thousand of the estimated population. It is 1:16 less than that 
of the previous year, 2°32 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding five years, and 2°89 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. It is the lowest Scottish birth-rate yet 
recorded, the previous lowest being that of the year 1917, which 
was 20°26. From 1855 to 1893 the Scottish birth-rate was con- 
stantly over 30 per thousand, and attained a maximum of 35°62 
in the year 1876. It fell for the first time below 30 in 1894, 
below 28 in 1907, and below 26 in 1911, but in 1914 it recovered 
somewhat, rising to 26°11. During the war years there was a 
marked decline, a minimum of 20°26 occurring in 1917. Subse- 
quent to the war there was a sharp rise, a maximum of 28-07 
occurring in 1920, but since then the birth-rate has been 
constantly falling; in 1922 it was less than 24 per thousand, in 
1924 less than 22, and in 1927 is found for the first time to be 
less than 20 per thousand. (Table 2.) 

The birth-rate of male children per thousand of the estimated 
male population was 21:0, and that of female children per 
thousand of the estimated female population was 18-6, the former 
being 1:2 less, and the latter 1-1 less, than in the previous year. 

The ratio between male and female births registered during 
the year in Scotland was 104:1 to 100. In the previous year this 
ratio was 104°5 to 100. (Table 2.) 

Of the total births registered in Scotland during the year 
50,212 or 51°9 per cent were registered in the larger burghs, 
16,795 or 17-4 per cent. in the smaller burghs, and 29,665 or 
30°7 per cent. in the county or extra-burghal districts. In the 
larger burghs taken collectively the birth-rate was 20°89 per

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thousand, in the smaller burghs 17-71, and in the county districts 
19°26. Compared with the corresponding rate in the previous 
year that of the larger burghs is 1:25 less, of the smaller burghs 
0-94 less, and of the county districts 1:17 less. (Table 4.) 

In the counties, burghs included, the annual birth-rate varied 
from 22°6 in Banff, 22°5 in Lanark, 21:8 in Wigtown, 21°6 in 
West Lothian, 21:2 in Caithness, and 21:0 in Stirling, to 11:7 in 
Argyll, 12:1 in Shetland, 12°8 in Bute, 14°8 in Orkney, and 15-0 
in Perth. (Table 7.) 

In the larger burghs taken individually the birth-rate ranged 
from 26:1 in Coatbridge, 22°4 in Glasgow, 22:2 in Greenock, 21:9 
in Hamilton, and 21-3 in Clydebank, to 17:1 in Perth, 17-3 in 
Dunfermline, 17°9 in Edinburgh, and 18:0 in Kirkcaldy. In 
Kilmarnock this rate was 21:1, in Motherwell and Wishaw 21:1, 
in Falkirk 20°8, in Paisley 20°6, in Dundee 20:4, in Aberdeen 
20-1, and in Ayr 18°6. (Table 4.) 

Of the smaller burghs 74 had populations of between 5,000 
and 30,000 at the Census of 1921, and in these the annual birth- 
rate varied from 26°8 in Wick, 26°7 in Peterhead, 25:9 in 
Borrowstounness, 25:5 in Airdrie, and 25°3 in Grangemouth, to 
9-8 in Carnoustie, 10-9 in St. Andrews, 11-2 in Helensburgh, and 
11:7 in Gourock. (Table 5.) 

In county or extra-burghal districts with populations of over 
5,000 the birth-rate varied from 25°8 in Huntly District of

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Aberdeen, 24:8 in Turriff District of Aberdeen, 24-7 in Middle 
Ward District of Lanark, 23-6 in Ayr District of Ayr, and 23-5 
in Ellon District of Aberdeen, to 8-3 in Cowal District of Argyll, 
10°2 in Mull District of Argyll, 11:0 in Highland District of 
Perth, 12:3 in Mid Argyll District of Argyll and 12:5 in Main- 
land District of Shetland. (Table 6.) — 

The number of women of child-bearing age in Scotland—15 to 
45—is estimated as 1,190,808, of whom 512,615 are married and 
678,193 are either unmarried or widowed. As the total births 
of the year numbered 96,672, the annual birth-rate expressed as 
per thousand of all women of child-bearing age is found to be 
81:2, which rate is 4°8 less than that of the previous year, 6:2 
less than that of the year 1925, 8-8 less than that of the year 
1924, and 12°6 less than that of the year 1923. In the larger 
burghs taken collectively the birth-rate expressed in this manner 
was 82:2 per thousand, in the smaller burghs 71:5, and in the 
county districts 86-0. In the previous year these three rates 
were 87:0, 75:5 and 91:2 respectively. (Table 8.) 

Of the 96,672 living children whose births were registered 
during the year 1927, 89,694 or 92:78 per cent. were legitimate, 
while 6,978 or 7°22 per cent. were illegitimate. Compared with 
the number in the previous year that of legitimate children is 
5,709 or 6:0 per cent. less, and that of illegitimate children is 68 
or 1:0 per cent. less. Compared with the mean of the numbers 
of the previous five years that of legitimate children is 11,137 
or 11:0 per cent. less, and that of illegitimate. children is 286 or 
3-9 per cent. less. Compared with the mean of the numbers of 
the preceding ten years that of legitimate children is 12,668 or 
12:4 per cent. less, and that of illegitimate children 908 or 11:5 
per cent. less. The number of legitimate children of the year is 
the smallest recorded since 1856. The number of illegitimate 
children registered is less than in all previous years since 1855 
with one exception, which occurred in 1925, and when the number 
was 6,831. During the years 1862 to 1887 the births of more 
than 10,000 illegitimate children were registered annually. In 
1898 this number for the first time fell below 9,000, in 1915 for 
the first time below 8,000, and in 1925 for the first time below 
7,000. During the three years 1925, 1926 and 1927 the number 
of illegitimate children registered has averaged 6,952. (Table 1.) 

The illegitimate rate of the year expressed as percentage of 
the total births was 7:22. This rate is 0°34 more than that of 
the previous year, 0°50 more than the mean of those of the 
preceding five years, and 0:06 more than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. ‘That this rate should be relatively high 
while the number of such children is relatively small is due to 
the small total number of births registered during the year. 
(Table 2.) : 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the illegitimate rate of 
the year was 6°28 per cent., in the smaller burghs 7:03, and in 
the county districts 8-91. In the previous year these three rates 
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were 6°04, 6°50 and 8-49 respectively, and thus the ilegitimate 
rate in the larger burghs shows an increase of 0°24, in the smaller 
burghs an increase of 0°53, and in the county districts an increase 
of 0-42. (Table 4.) 

In the counties, burghs included, the illegitimate rate ranged 
from 14:8 per cent. in Wigtown, 14:2 in Moray, 13°6 in Caith- 
ness, 13°4 in Banff, 12°6 in Nairn, and 12-1 in Dumfries, to 4°7 
in Renfrew, 5-4 in West Lothian and in Dumbarton, 5:5 in 
Clackmannan, 6:0 in Fife, 6-1 in Orkney, and 6:2 in Lanark. 
In the larger burghs this rate varied from 8-0 per cent. in Perth, 
76 in Dundee, 7°5 in Aberdeen, and 7:1 in Edinburgh and in 
Hamilton, to 4°3 in Clydebank, 4°6 in Paisley and in Kilmarnock, 
and 4:7 in Falkirk. In burghs with populations of between 
5,000 and 30,000 this rate varied from 15-4 per cent. in Brechin, 
15:1 in Elgin, 14°5 in Campbeltown, and 11:8 in Peebles, to 0:8 
in Gourock, 2°4 in Leven, 2°5 in Johnstone, 2°7 in Kirkin- 
tilloch, and 3-1 in Oban. In county or extra-burghal districts 
with populations of over 5,000 the illegitimate rate varied from 
21:5 per cent. in Islay District of Argyll, 21-4 in Turriff District 
of Aberdeen, 19°4 in Garioch District of Aberdeen, 17:9 in Alford 
District of Aberdeen, 17:7 in Rhins District of Wigtown, 17:6 
in Huntly District of Aberdeen and 17:5 in County District of 
Caithness, to 2°9 in Lewis District of Ross and Cromarty, 3°6 in 
Upper District of Renfrew, 3°8 in County District of Clack- 
mannan and 4:5 in Kast District of Berwick. (Tables 4-7.) 

The legitimate birth-rate of the year expressed as per thousand 
of the estimated number of married women of child-bearing age 
—15 to 45—was 175, which rate is 11 less than that of the 
previous year, 15 less than that of 1926, 20 less than that of 
1924, and 28 less than that of 1923. In the larger burghs taken 
collectively this rate was 177, in the smaller burghs 157, and in 
the county districts 183. In the previous year these three rates 
were 188, 166, and 195 respectively. In the counties, burghs 
included, this rate varied from 236 in Caithness, 211 in Suther- 
land, 205 in Inverness, 204 in Banff, and 203 in Wigtown, to 
121 in Argyll, 138 in Bute, 142 in Peebles, 145 in Selkirk, and 
149 in Fife. In the larger burghs it varied from 232 in Coat- 
bridge, 188 in Greenock, 186 in Glasgow, 183 in Paisley, and 180 
in Dundee, to 119 in Dunfermline, 152 in Kirkcaldy, 157 in 
Perth, and 159 in Ayr. (Table &.) 

The illegitimate rate expressed as per thousand of the 
estimated number of unmarried and widowed women of ages 15 
to 45 was 10°3, which rate is 0-1 less than that of the previous 
year, 0°2 more than that of the year 1925, 0-2 less than that of 
1924, and 0-7 less than that of 1923. In the larger burghs taken 
collectively this rate was 9:1, in the smaller burghs 8-7, and in 
the county districts 13:4. In the previous year these three rates 
were 9°3, 8°5 and 13°5 respectively, and thus in the larger burghs 
this rate shows a fall of 0-2, in the smaller burghs a rise of 0-2, 
and in the county districts a fall.of 0-1. In the counties, burghs 
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included, the illegitimate birth-rate expressed in this manner 
varied from 25-0 in Banff, 22-4 in Wigtown, 21:4 in Caithness, 
and 21:0 in Moray, to 5-3 in Shetland, 6°8 in Bute and in Ren- 
frew, and 7-0 in Orkney and in Ross and Cromarty. In the 
larger burghs this rate varied from 13°7 in Hamilton, 12-3 in 
Coatbridge, 10°3 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 10:0 in 
Greenock, to 6:1 in Paisley, 6°5 in Ayr, and 6:9 in Kilmarnock. 
(Table 8.) | 

Of the 96,672 children registered during the year 94,171 or 
97°41 per cent. were single children, 2,474 or 2°56 per cent. were 
twins, and 27 or 0:08 per cent. were triplets. From the fore- 
going figures it may be deduced that the total number of women 
giving birth to living children during the year was 95,417, and 
of them 94,171 or 98°69 per cent. gave birth to single children, 
1,237 or 1:30 per cent. to twins, and 9 or 0-01 per cent. to 
triplets. During the year 1 child in 39 was a twin and 1 child in 
3,580 a triplet, while 1 birth in 77 was a twin birth and 1 birth 
in 10,602 was a triplet birth. In this computation of single 
births, twins and triplets, only live-born children are counted— 
-still-born children are not registered in Scotland—and thus the 
birth of one living child and one still-born child, or of one live 
child and two still-born children, is counted as a single birth, 
and a birth of two live children and one still-born child is counted 
as a twin birth. © 

The Scottish birth-rate of the first quarter of the year was 
20°5 per thousand, of the second quarter 20°6, of the third 
quarter 19-1, and of the fourth quarter 18-9. Compared with the 
corresponding rate of the previous year that of the first quarter 
is 1-1 less, of the second quarter 1:5 less, of the third quarter 
1:0 less, and of the fourth quarter 0-9 less. (Table 3.) 

The monthly birth-rate during the year ranged from 21-4 in 
March, 21:0 in April, and 20-5 in May, to 18-2 in November, 
18:9 in September, and 19-0 in August. In February this rate 
was 20°3, in June 20-2, in January 19-9, in July 19-2, in October 
19-2, and in December 19:2. (Table 50.) 

The birth-rate for the year in England and Wales was 16-7, 
in Northern Ireland 21°3, and in the Irish Free State 20:3. Com- 
pared with the Scottish rate that of the year in England and 
Wales is 3:1 less, in Northern Ireland 1-5 more, and that in the 
Irish Free State 0-5 more. 


MARRIAGE STATISTICS. 


In conformity with the scheme of these Reports the marriage 
statistics for the year 1927 -fall to be dealt with in two portions. 
In this Report there is incorporated the number of marriages 
registered during the year in Scotland and in its geographical 
divisions, while in the subsequent Report, that dealing with the 
births and deaths of the year 1928, the more detailed marriage 
statistics of the year now under review, 1927, will be included, 
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The statistics which will appear in the subsequent Report  in- 
clude those of the church of celebration, of the ages of the 
persons married, &c., in the same manner as the detailed mar- 
riage statistics for the year 1926 are given in Appendix IT and in 
Tables 9 to 23 of this Report. 

Marriages registered in Scotland during the year 1927 in all 
numbered BQ, 593. This number is 1,342 more than that of the 
previous year, but 529 less than the mean of those of the five 
preceding years, and 3,469 less than the mean of those of the 
ten preceding years. A maximum number of marriages in Scot- 
land occurred in the year 1920 and was 46,754, compared with 
which number that of this year is 14,161 less. (Table 1.) 

The Scottish marriage-rate of the year 1927 was 6°66 per 
thousand. ‘This rate is () 28 more than that of the previous year, 
but is O-ll less than the mean of those of the preceding five 
years, and 0°75 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten 
years. This rate is somewhat higher than in each of the three 
preceding years. The highest Scottish marriage-rate was 
recorded in 1920 and was 9: 61, and compared with it that of this 
year is 2°95 less. (Table 2.) 

Of the 32,593 marriages registered during the year 19,423 or 
59°6 per cent. were registered in the larger burghs, 6,184 or 19-0 
per cent. in the smaller burghs, and 6,986 or 21:4 per cent. in the 
county districts. The marriage-rate in the larger burghs taken 
collectively was 8:08, in the smaller burghs 6°52, and in the 
county districts 4:54. In the previous year these three rates were 
7°85, 6°23 and 4:22, and thus the collective marriage-rate in the 
de burghs shows an increase of 0°23, in the smaller bur ehs an 
increase of 0:29, and in the county districts an increase of 0-32. 

In the counties, burghs included, the annual marriage-rate 
varied from 8°5 per thousand in Midlothian, 7-7 in Aberdeen, 7:6 
in Lanark, 6°8 in Forfar, and 6°6 in Clackmannan, to 2°9 in Bute, 
3:1 in Sutherland, 3°6 in Argyll, 3°7 in Ross and Cromarty, and 
3°8 in Shetland. In the larger burghs taken individually this 
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rate varied from 10-0 in Perth, 9°5 in Aberdeen, 9:1 in Edin- 
burgh, 87 in Kilmarnock, and 85 in Glasgow, to 4:9 in 
Greenock, 5-2 in Clydebank, and 5°3 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw. (Tables 4 and 7.) 

The marriage-rates of the smaller burghs and county districts 
are shown in Tables 5 and 6. These rates, and indeed those of 
the larger burghs and of the counties, may be indicative of the 
frequency of marriage within the particular localities, but on 
account of the frequency of removal from a county district to a 
burgh and from a smaller to a larger burgh for the purpose of 
marriage, these rates cannot be accepted as strictly indicative of 
the frequency of marriage among the population of the particular 
areas. 

Marriages terminated during the year by decree of divorce 
or nullity numbered 474. This number is 49 more than that of 
the previous year, and 62 more than the mean of those of the 
preceding five years, but is 21 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. 

The Scottish marriage-rate of the first quarter of the year 
was 6:1 per thousand, of the second quarter 6°5, of the third 
quarter 7-4, and of the fourth quarter 6-6. In the previous year 
these. four quarterly marriage-rates were 6°5, 6°38, 6:8 and 5-9 
respectively, and thus while the rate of the first quarter shows a 
fall of 0:4, those of the remaining three quarters all show in- 
creases, that of the second quarter being 0:2, of the third quarter 
0-6, and of the fourth quarter 0-7. (Table 3. ) 

The monthly marriage-rate during the year varied from 9:5 
per thousand in June, 9-9 in July, and 86 in December, to 3-4 
in May, 5:0 in March, and 5:1 in February and in November. 
In January this rate was 8:1, in September 6°8, in April 6-7, in 
October 6:2, and in August 6:1. (Table 50.)

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In England and Wales the marriage-rate of the year was 7:8 
per thousand, in Northern Ireland 5:8, and in the Irish Free 
State 4:5. Compared with the Scottish rate that of England 
and Wales is 1:1 more, of Northern Ireland 0-9 less, and of the 
Irish Free State 2-2 less. 


DHATH STATISTICS. 


The deaths of 65,830 persons were registered in Scotland 
during the year 1927, of whom 33,097 were males and 32,733 
were females. The total deaths registered during the year 
numbered 2,050 more than those registered in the previous year, 
but 1,336 fewer than the mean of the numbers registered in the 
preceding five years, and 3,493 fewer than the mean of those 
registered in the preceding ten years. The deaths of males 
numbered 1,076 more than registered in the previous year, and 
those of females 974 more. The number of deaths registered 
during the year, 65,830, is less than in any year since 1861 with 
three exceptions, 1923, 1925 and 1926, when the numbers were 
respectively 63,283, 65,507 and 63,780. (Table 1.) 

The Scottish death-rate of the year was 13°46 per thousand, 
which rate, although 0:43 more than that of the previous year, is 
0-26 less than the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 
0-79 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. It 
is the third consecutive year in which the national death-rate 
has been less than 14 per thousand. During the years 1861 to 
1880 the Scottish death-rate was constantly more than 20 per 
thousand, attaining a maximum of 23°58 in the year 1864. From 
1881 to 1900 the death-rate was on two occasions more than 20 
per thousand, on eight occasions between 19 and 20, on eight 
occasions between 18 and 19, once between 17 and 18, and once 
less than 17. In the 20 years 1901 to 1920 the death-rate was 
never more than 18 per thousand, on four occasions it was 
between 17 and 18, on six occasions between 16 and 17, on seven 
occasions between 15 and 16, and on three occasions between 14 
and 15. Since 1920 the death-rate has been constantly under

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15, the highest being 14°87, which occurred in 1922, and the 
lowest 12°91, which occurred in 1923. (Table 2.) 

The death-rate in the male population was 14:07 per thousand 
and in the female population 12°89, the former being 0°47, and 
the latter 0-40, more than in the previous year. (Table 2.) 

When dealing in this Report with the death statistics of 
counties, of burghs, and of county districts, three rates are given. 
The first, the crude death-rate, is based on the number of deaths 
registered in the county, burgh or district, and is neither cor- 
rected nor adjusted in any manner. The second, the corrected 
death-rate, is based on the number of deaths registered, but is 
corrected by the exclusion of deaths of Scottish non-residents and 
the inclusion of deaths of residents which have taken place else- 
Where in Scotland. The third, the corrected and adjusted rate, 
is the corrected death-rate adjusted to compensate for difference 
between the age and sex distribution of the local population and 
that of Scotland in its entirety. The first of these rates shows 
the actual frequency of death in the county, burgh, or district, 
and the second the frequency of death in the population thereof, 
while the third is a statistical measurement useful for the pur- 
poses of comparison, as it indicates the relative frequency of 
death uncomplicated by variation in sex and age distribution. 
In the counties, burghs included, the crude death-rate of the 
year varied from 17-1 in Nairn and in Orkney, and 16:8 in 
Forfar and in Inverness, to 10:0 in East Lothian, 10°5 in Dum- 
barton, 10°6 in West Lothian, and 10-9 in Peebles. In 17 
counties the crude death-rate was higher than the national death- 
rate, while in 161t was lower. (Table 7.) 
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In the counties the corrected death-rate ranged from 17-7 in 
Orkney, 17-4 in Nairn, and 16°9 in Caithness and in Sutherland, 
to 10°9 in Kast Lothian, 11:3 in West Lothian, 11:4 in Ayr, 11-6 
in Stirling, and 11°8 in Dumbarton and in Kinross. In 19 
counties the corrected death-rate was more than the national 
rate, and in one county it was the same, while in 13 counties 
it was lower. (Table 7.) 

In the counties the corrected and adjusted death-rate of the 
year ranged from 15°5 in Lanark, 15:2 in Forfar, and 14:1 in 
Banff, in. Midlothian and in Nairn, to 9°8 in Argyll, 9°9 in Shet- 
land, 10-0 in Kinross, 10°9 in East Lothian, and 11-1 in Peebles 
and in Sutherland. In six counties the corrected and adjusted 
death-rate was higher than the national death-rate, while in 27 
counties it was lower. (Table 7.) | 

Of the 65,830 deaths registered during the year, 35,859 or 
54:5 per cent. were registered j in the larger ‘burehs, 11,766 or > : 
per cent. in the smaller burghs, and 18, 205 or 27-6 per cent. 
the county districts. When the 65,830 deaths are iM ibited 
according to the place of usual residence it is found that 33,945 
or 51°6 per cent. occurred in the population of the larger burghs, 
12,670 or 19°2 per cent. in the population of the smaller bur chs, 
and 19,215 or 29-2 per cent. in the population of the county "dis: 
tricts. Deaths in the population of the larger burghs numbered 
434 or 1:3 per cent. more than in the previous year, those in the 
smaller burghs numbered 665 or 5:5 per cent. more, and those in 
the county districts 951 or 5:2 per cent. more.

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In the larger burghs taken collectively the crude death-rate 
was 14°92 per thousand, the corrected death-rate 14:12, and the 
corrected and adjusted death-rate 15:26. Compared with the 
corresponding rate in the previous year the crude death-rate 1s 
0-21 more, the corrected death-rate 0-10 more, and the corrected 
and adjusted death-rate 0-11 more. In these burghs the cor- 
rected and adjusted death-rate is 1°80 more than the national 
rate. In the previous year this difference was 2:12. (Table 4.) 

In the smaller burghs taken collectively the crude death-rate 
of the year was 12°41, the corrected death-rate 13°36, and the 
corrected and adjusted death-rate 12°62. Compared with the 
corresponding rate in the previous year the crude death-rate is 
0-80 more, the corrected death-rate 0-75 more, and the corrected 
and adjusted death-rate 0°71 more. The corrected and adjusted 
death-rate of the smaller burghs is 0-84 less than the national 
death-rate and 2°64 less than the larger burghs death-rate. 
(Tables 4-5.) 

In the county districts taken collectively the uncorrected 
death-rate was 11°82 per thousand, the corrected death-rate 12-47, 
and the corrected and adjusted death-rate 11:58. In the previous 
year these three rates were 11°30, 11°75 and 10°91, and com- 
parison shows the crude death-rate to be 0°52 higher, the corrected 
death-rate 0°72 higher, and the corrected and adjusted death-rate 
0-67 higher. The corrected and adjusted death-rate in the county 
districts is 1°88 less than the national death-rate, 3°68 less than 
the corrected and adjusted death-rate of the larger burghs, and 
1:04 less than that of the smaller burghs. (Tables 4 and 6.) 

In the larger burghs taken individually the crude death-rate 
ranged from 17:6 in Perth, 17°5 in Dundee, 15:8 in Edinburgh, 
and 15:6 in Glasgow, to 7:5 in Clydebank, 9:4 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw, 10:1 in Hamilton, and 11:3 in Kirkcaldy. In them the 
corrected death-rate varied from 16°9 in Dundee, 14:6 in Glasgow, 
14°3 in Edinburgh, 14-2 in Coatbridge, and 14:1 in Perth, to 10-4 
in Dunfermline, 10-7 in Clydebank, 11-2 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw, and 11:6 in Kirkcaldy and in Hamilton.--In these 
burghs the corrected and adjusted death-rate ranged from 16°9 in 
Dundee, 16:4 in Glasgow, 16°1 in Coatbridge, and 14°5 in Edin- 
burgh and in Greenock, to 11:3 in Dunfermline, 11°6 in Kirk- 
caldy, 12:7 in Ayr, and 138°4 in Perth, in Hamilton and in 
Motherwell and Wishaw. In six of these burghs the corrected 
and adjusted death-rate was lower than the national death-rate, 
in one it equalled the national death-rate, while in nine it was 
higher. (Table 4.) 

In the smaller burghs, exclusive of those with populations 
of less than 5,000, the crude death-rate of the year ranged from 
23°9 in Elgin, 23-1 in Dumfries, 21:6 in Inverness, and 20-1 in 
Brechin, to 7°3 in Troon, 7:5 in Cowdenbeath, 8-0 in Kilwinning, 
8:1 in Grangemouth, and 8-2 in Kilsyth and in Lochgelly. In 
these burghs the corrected death-rate varied from 21:0 in Brechin 
and in Elgin, 19-2 in Dunoon, 19-0 in Stranraer, and 18°6 in 
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Inverness, to 9:2 in Kilwinning, 9°5 in St. Andrews, 10-1 in 
Cowdenbeath, 10°2 in Troon, 10°5 in Peterhead, and 10-7 in 
Ardrossan. The corrected and adjusted death-rate in these 
burghs varied from 17-4 in Elgin, 16°6 in Dunoon, 16:5 in Inver- 
ness and in Stranraer, and 16:2 in Brechin, to 9°2 in St. Andrews, 
9°3 in Kilwinning, 9°7 in Crieff, and 9-9 in Helensburgh. There 
are 56 of the smaller burghs with populations exceeding 5,000, 
and in them the corrected and adjusted death-rate of the year 
exceeded the national death-rate in 27 instances, equalled it in 
1 instance, and was less than it in 28 instances. (Table 5.) 

In the county districts with censal populations of 5,000 and 
over the crude death-rate varied from 22-1 in Aberdeen District 
of Aberdeen, 21:0 in Skye District of Inverness, 20-9 in Inverness 
District of Inverness, and 18°2 in Linlithgow District of West 
Lothian, to 7:2 in Calder District of Midlothian, 8-1 in Bathgate 
District of West Lothian, 8°3 in Dunfermline District of Fife, 
and 8°8 in Kintyre District of Argyll and in Perth District of 
Perth. In these county districts the corrected death-rate varied 
from 22°5 in Skye District of Inverness, 20-1 in North Isles Dis- 
trict of Orkney, 19°5 in Mull District of Argyll, and 17:3 in 
County District of Caithness, to 9°7 in Dundee District of Forfar, 
9-8 in Dunfermline District of Fife, 9°9 in Lower Ward District 
of Lanark, and 10:0 in Cowal District of Argyll and in Calder 
District of Midlothian. The corrected and adjusted death-rate in 
these county districts ranged from 14:0 in Skye District of Inver- 
ness, 13:4 in Lasswade District of Midlothian, in Ayr District 
of Ayr, and in North Isles District of Orkney, and 13-3 in Middle 
Ward District of Lanark, to 7-9 in South Uist District of Inver- 
ness, 8:1 in Cowal District of Argyll, 8°9 in Harris District of 
Inverness, and 9:0 in County District of Kinross. In only one of 
these districts was the corrected and adjusted death-rate higher 
than the national death-rate, in all others it was lower. 
(Table 6.) 

The Scottish death-rate in the first quarter of the year was 
16:1 per thousand, in the second quarter 13-0, in the third 
quarter 11:1, and in the fourth quarter 13-7. In the previous 
year these four rates were 14°8, 13-9, 10-4 and 12°9, and com- 
parison shows that while the death-rate of the second quarter 
was 0°9 lower, those of the remaining three quarters were all 
higher, that of the first quarter being 1:3 more, of the third 
quarter 0-7 more, and of the fourth quarter 0-8 more. 
(Table 3.) } 

The monthly death-rate during the year varied from 17-1 in 
March, 16°3 in February and 16:1 in December, to 10°8 in 
August, and 11:2 in July and in September. In January this 
rate was 15:0, in April 14:2, in November 13:2, in. May 12°9, in 
June 11-9 and in October 11:9. (Table 50.) 

The death-rate of the year in England and Wales was 12°3 
per thousand, in Northern Ireland 14:6, and in the Irish Free 
State 14:8. Compared with the Scottish rate that of Hngland 
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and Wales was 1:2 less, but that of Northern Ireland is 1:1 more, 
and that of the Irish Free State 1:3 more. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 65,830 persons whose deaths were registered during 
the year 12,679 or 19:2 per cent. were children of less than 5 
years old, 26,838 or 40°8 per cent. were persons aged 5 to 65, 
and 26,312 or 40:0 per cent. were persons aged 65 and over. In 
one instance the age at death was not recorded. Compared with 
the number in the previous year deaths at ages under 5 are 
63 fewer, but those at ages 5-to 65 are 609 more, and those at 
ages 65 and over are 1,503 more. (Tables 24 and 26.) 

The age-group death-rates in the male and female sections of 
the population are collected in Tables J and 25. In these tables 
it may be seen, as is constantly the case, that the age-group 
of lowest mortality is 10 to 14, and that the age-group death- 
rates among males are throughout lfe higher than among 
females. It may also be seen in these tables that in the larger 
burghs taken collectively the age-group death-rates are generally 
higher than those in the smaller burghs or in the county dis- 
tricts, and that this difference is more marked in the older and 
in the younger age periods. (Table 25.) 

The average age at death of all persons dying during the 
year was 48°57 years, that of males being 46°25 and of females 
50°92. In the previous year these three averages were 47°83, 
45°58 and 50:10, and thus the general average shows a rise of 
0:74, the male average a rise of 0°67, and the female average a 
rise of 0°82.

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The average age at death of unmarried males was 21-0, and 
of unmarried females 29:1, the former being 0:6, and the latter 
0-9, more than in the previous year. 

The average age at death of married and widowed males 
taken collectively was 64:7, and of married and widowed females 
65°2, the former being of the same amount as in the previous 
year while the latter is 0-4 more. 

The average age of married men dying during the year was 
60-7, and of married women 55:3, the former being 0:2, and the 
latter 0°9, more than in the previous year. 

The average age at death of widowers was 73:5, and of widows 
74:6, the former being 0-1 less, but the latter 0-1 more, than in 
the previous year. 

The average age at death of unmarried males was 8:1 less 
than that of unmarried females, and the average age of widowed 
males was 1:1 less than that of widowed females, but the average 
age at death of married males was 5:4 more than that of married 
females. Tlie average age of all women dying during the year 
exceeded that of all men by 4°67 years; in the previous year this 
difference was 4°52. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 8,576 
and equalled an infantile mortality rate of 88°7 per thousand 
registered births. The infantile mortality rate of the year, 88°7 
per thousand, is 5°6 more than that of the previous year, but is 
16 less than the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 
5-6 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. There 
have been only two occasions on which the annual infantile 
mortality rate has been lower, these being the years 1923 and 
1926. Up to and including the year 1915 the infantile mortality 
rate was constantly over 100, but in the twelve years which have 
elapsed since then it has exceeded 100 only three times, being 
between 90 and 100 six times, between 80 and 90 twice, and less 
than 80 once. (Tables 1 and 2.) 

Deaths of male children of under one year old numbered 
4,894, and of female children of that age 3,682, the former

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numbering 30 fewer than in the previous year, but the latter 
92 more. The male infantile mortality rate of the year was 99:2 
per thousand male births registered, and the female rate 77:7 
per thousand female births registered, the former being 5-2 more, 
and the latter 6°0 more, than in the previous year. The male 
infantile mortality rate of the year is 21:5 or 27-7 per cent. higher 
than the female rate; in the previous year this difference was 
22°3 or 31:1 per cent. (Table 24.) 

In the counties, burghs included, the infantile mortality rate 
of the year ranged from 120 per thousand in Forfar, 104 in Banff, 
101 in Lanark, and 100 in Bute, to 27 in Sutherland, 438 in 
Shetland, 47 in Kinross, 53 in Peebles, 60 in Ross and Cromarty, 
and 61 in Orkney. (Table 7.) 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 100-2, 
in the smaller burghs, 79-1, and in the county districts 74-7. In 
the previous year these three rates were 93:7, 76°4 and 69-2 
respectively, and thus that of the larger burghs shows an increase 
of 6°5, that of the smaller burghs an increase of 2°7, and that of 
the county districts an increase of 5°5. (Table 4.) 

In the larger burghs taken individually the infantile mortality 
rate ranged from 138 in Dundee, 118 in Coatbridge, 107 in 
Glasgow, and 105 in Aberdeen, to 66 in Perth, 66 in Kirkcaldy, 
78 in Dunfermline, 79 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 80 in 
Edinburgh. (Table 4.) 

In the smaller burghs with populations of over 5,000 this 
rate varied from 140 in Dunoon, 127 in Buckie, 117 in Lochgelly, 
111 in Inverness, and 108 in Rutherglen, to 24 in Peebles, 27 in 
Selkirk, 44 in Prestwick, 45 in Gourock, and 46 in Grangemouth 
and in St. Andrews. (Table 5.) 

In county districts with populations of over 5,000 this rate 
varied from 124 in Middle District of Berwick, 117 in Rhins 
District of Wigtown, 111 in Forfar District of Forfar, and 106 in 
Annan District of Dumfries, to 24 in County District of Suther- 
land, 27 in Mainland District of Shetland, 31 in South Uist 
District of Inverness, 36 in Calder District of Midlothian, and 38 
in Islay and in Mid Argyll Districts of Argyll. (Table 6.)_ . 

Deaths among persons aged 70 and upwards numbered 20,264, 
of which 8,850 were of males, and 11,414 of females, the former 
being 405, and the latter 647, more than in the previous year. 
The death-rate among males of these ages was 133-4 per thousand, 
and among females 111°3, the former rate being 6°2, and the 
latter 6°5, more than in the previous year. The death-rate at 
these ages, both sexes included, was 120-0 per thousand, which 
is 64 more than in the previous year. The male death-rate at 
these ages exceeds the female death-rate by 22-1 or 19:9 per cent. 
In the previous year this difference was 22-4 or 21-4 per cent. 

The deaths of 13 reputed centenarians were registered during 
the year, of whom 4 were males and 9 were females. Of these 
7, 2 men and 5 women, were stated to have reached age 100; 
4, 1 man and 3 women, to have reached age 101; and 2, 1 man 
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and 1 woman, to have reached age 102. The usual endeavour 
has been made to verify the age at death in each instance with 
the result that proof of attainment of age 100 was obtained in 
5 instances, 2 women being found to be aged 100, 2 women to be 
aged 101, and 1 man to be aged 102. In three manent proof 
was found that age 100 was not attained, while in 5 instances no 
proof of exact age was found to be obtainable. This is the 
eighteenth year in which special research has been made into the 
exact ages of reputed centenarians and these researches have 
now dealt with 253 such deaths. In 117 instances proof of 
attainment of age 100 has been obtained, in 387 instances the 
attainment of such age has been disproved, while in 99 instances 
no satisfactory proof in support or in contradiction of attainment 
of age 100 was found. The oldest person whose age has been 
verified in the course of this study was a female dying in 1924 
whose age, by reference to the Old Parochial Registers, was found 
to be 106 years and 213 days. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 65,830 deaths registered during the year 65,349, or 
99°3 per cent., were certified as to the cause of death either by 
a registered medical practitioner or by a Procurator Fiscal, while 
481, or 0-7 per cent., were not so certified. The number of 
uncertified deaths, although 63 more than in the previous year, 
is small and less than in all other previous years. Commencing 
with the year 1881 it may be noted that deaths from uncertified 
causes then numbered 7,863 and remained over 7,000 until 1883.

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In 1884 this number for the first time fell below 7,000, in 1886 
below 6,000, in 1889 below 5,000, in 18938 below 4,000, in 1896 
below 8,000, and in 1904 below 2,000. Since 1920 this number 
has been constantly less than 1,000 and since 1925 constantly less 
than 500. | 

Of the 481 deaths the causes of which were uncertified the 
largest numbers are found in Ross and Cromarty (172), in In- 
verness (142), in Shetland (42), in Sutherland (85), and in 
Argyll (33). In Ross and Cromarty these deaths amounted to 
16°8 per cent. of the total, in Sutherland to 13:4 per cent., in 
Shetland to 12°8 per cent., in Inverness to 11:0 per cent., and in 
Argyll to 3°6 per cent. Compared with the figure in the previous 
year deaths from uncertified causes in Ross and Cromarty are 
36 more, in Inverness 33 more, in Sutherland 9 more, in Argyll 
5 more, and in Shetland 2 more. In 13 counties all registered 
deaths were certified as to the cause. (Table 49.) 

Of the 65,830 deaths the causes of death in 64,721 instances 

were specified, while in 1,109 they were either unspecified or ill- 
defined, the former number amounting to 98°3 per cent. of the 
total and the latter to 1:7 per cent. In the previous year deaths 
from unspecified or ill-defined causes numbered 1,123 and repre- 
sented 1°8 per cent. of the total. Of the 1,109 deaths from non- 
specified causes 877 were attributed to sudden death, heart 
failure, syncope or other ill-defined cause, while in 232 instances 
the cause of death was unspecified or merely described as 
‘“ natural causes.’’ In the previous year deaths from ill-defined 
causes numbered 919, and those of which the causes were un- 
specified numbered 204, and comparison shows that while deaths 
from ill-defined causes in 1927 numbered 42 fewer than in the 
previous year, those of which the cause was unspecified numbered 
28 more. (Page 8.) 
Enteric Fever.—Deaths from this cause during the year 
numbered 41, which number, although 2 more than in the 
previous year, is 10 less than the mean of those of the preceding 
five years, and 33 less than the mean of those of the preceding 
ten years. This is the ninth consecutive year in which deaths 
from enteric fever in Scotland have numbered less than 100. 
Of these 41 deaths, 22 were among males and 19 among females, 
and of them 15 occurred in the larger burghs, 10 in the smaller 
burghs, and 16 in the county districts. (T'ables 30-40.) 

Typhus Fever.—T wo deaths from typhus fever were recorded 
during the year. In the previous year these deaths numbered 3. 
(Table 39.) : | 

Smallpox.—This is the sixth consecutive year in which no 
deaths from this cause were registered in Scotland. (Table 39.) 

Measles.—Deaths attributed to measles in all numbered 660, 
and equalled a death-rate of 138 per 100,000. These deaths 
numbered 268 fewer than in the previous year, 709 fewer than the 
mean of the numbers of the preceding five years, and 523 fewer 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. This death- 
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rate 18 6 less than that of the previous year, 15 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding five years, and 12 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. Of these deaths 353 
occurred among males and 307 among females. The corres- 
ponding death-rate among the male population was 15 and in the 
female population 12 per 100,000. In the larger burghs taken 
collectively the death-rate from measles was 23 per 100,000, in 
the smaller burghs 4, and in the county districts 5. In the 
previous year these three death-rates were 27, 11 and 11. Of 
the 660 deaths from this cause, 626, or 94°8 per cent., were among 
children of less than 5 years old, while 25 were among children 
aged 5 to 14, and 9 among persons aged 15 and upwards. In the 
larger burghs the measles death-rate of the year varied from 44 
per 100,000 in Dundee, 32 in Paisley, 31 in Falkirk, 29 in 
Glasgow, and 25 in Clydebank and in Coatbridge, to 2 in 
Greenock, 1 in Aberdeen and 0 in Kilmarnock. In Edinburgh 
this rate was 17. (Tables 30-40.) 

Searlet Fever.—Deaths from scarlet fever numbered 200, 80 
of them being among males and 120 among females. This 
number is 143 fewer than in the previous year, 151 fewer than the 
mean of the numbers of the preceding five years, and 87 fewer 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. The only 
year since the institution of registration in which a smaller 
number of deaths from this cause was recorded is 1918, when they 
numbered 168. A maximum number of deaths from this cause 
occurred in the year 1874 and was 6,521. The annual death-rate 
from this cause in 1927 was 4 per 100,000, which is 3 less than 
that of the previous year, 3 less than the mean of the numbers of 
the preceding five years, and 2 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. In the decade 1861 to 1870 the mean 
death-rate from scarlet fever was 96, and in the decade 1871 to 
1880 it was 79, but since then this death-rate has shown a marked 
decrease, the mean rate falling in the decade 1881 to 1890 to 29, 
in the decade 1891 to 1900 to 19, and in the decade 1901 to 1910 
to 9. Since 1916 this death-rate has never exceeded 8. In the 
principal towns this death-rate varied from 9 per 100,000 in 
Perth, 7 in Coatbridge, and 6 in Greenock and in Motherwell and 
Wishaw, to 0 in Clydebank, in Kirkcaldy, in Hamilton and in 
Falkirk. (Tables 30-40.) 

W hooping-Cough.—Deaths from whooping-cough in all 
numbered 850 and equalled a death-rate of 17 per 100,000. 
These deaths numbered 344 more than in the previous year, but 
403 fewer than the mean of the numbers of the preceding five 
years, and 518 fewer than the mean of those of the preceding 
ten years. This number is smaller than the numbers of all pre- 
ceding years with the exception of those of 1916, 1920 and 1926. . 
The death-rate from this cause, 17 per 100,000, is 7 more than 
that of the previous year, but 8 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding five years, and 11 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding ten years, In the male population this death- 
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rate was 17, and in the female population 18. In the larger 
burghs taken collectively it was 24, in the smaller burghs 13, and 
in the county districts 10. In the larger burghs taken indivi- 
dually this death-rate varied from 48 in Ayr, 43 in Coatbridge, 
35 in Glasgow, 32 in Clydebank, and 28 in Dundee, to 2 in 
Kirkcaldy and 5 in Hamilton. In Edinburgh this death-rate was 
10 and in Aberdeen 9. Of the 850 dying from whooping-cough 
824, or 96:9 per cent., were children of less than 5 years old, and 
24, or 2:8 per cent. were children aged 5 to 15, while only 2 were 
persons aged 15 and over. (Tables 30-40.) 

Diphtheria.—Deaths attributed to diphtheria numbered 485 
and equalled a death-rate of 10 per 100,000. These deaths 
numbered 5 fewer than in the previous year, 8 fewer than the 
mean of the numbers of the preceding five years, and 108 fewer 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. The only 
year in which a smaller number of deaths from this cause was 
recorded was 1924 in which year they numbered 442. From 
1856 to 1896 deaths from this cause constantly numbered more 
than 1,000 annually, attaining a maximum of 3,615 in the year 
1863, but since that time the number has shown a marked 
decline, falling below 800 for the first time in 1902, and since 
1921 never having exceeded 600. The death-rate from diph- 
theria, 10 per 100,000, is the same as that of the previous year, 
and also the same as the mean of those for the preceding five 
years, but is 2 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten 
years. Deaths from diphtheria among males numbered 228 
and among females 257, the death-rates in the male and female 
populations both being 10 per 100,000. In the larger burghs 
taken collectively this death-rate was 18, in the smaller burghs 
8, and in the county districts 7. In the previous year these 
three rates were identical, namely 13, 8 and 7. In the larger 
burghs taken individually the diphtheria death-rate varied from 
40 per 100,000 in Dundee, 34 in Falkirk, 25 in Clydebank, and 
21 in Perth, to 0 in Dunfermline and in Hamilton. In Glasgow 
this death-rate was 11, in Edinburgh 10, and in Aberdeen 9. 
Of those dying from diphtheria 277, or 57:1 per cent. were 
children of less than five years old, and 182, or 37:5 per cent., 
were children aged 5 to 15, while 26, or 5:4 per cent., were 
persons aged 15 and over. (Tables 30-40.) 

Principal Epidemic Diseases Death-Rate. — Deaths from 
enteric fever, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, and diph- 
theria are grouped for statistical purposes along with deaths from 
diarrhoeas among children of less than two years old as the 
principal epidemic diseases, and the death-rate caused by them 
collectively is referred to as the principal epidemic diseases rate. 
These deaths in all numbered 2,934 and equalled a death-rate of 
0-60 per 1,000. This death-rate is 0-03 less than that of the 
previous year, 0°29 less than the mean of those of the preceding 
five years, and 0°33 less than the mean of those of the preceding 
ten years, In the larger burghs taken collectively this death-rate 
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was 0°84, in the smaller burghs 0°38, and in the county districts 
037. In the previous year these three rates were 0: 84, 0-44 and 
0-44 respectively. In the larger burghs taken individually this 
rate varied from 1:48 in Dundee, E13 in Coatbridge, 1:06 in 
Glasgow, and 0-99 in Clydebank, to 0:27 in Kirkcaldy, 0°35 in 
Greenock, 0-37 in Aberdeen, and 0:42 in Dunfermline. In those 
of the smaller burghs which have populations of more than 
5,000 relatively high principal epidemic diseases death-rates 
were found in Buckhaven and Methil (1°30 per 1,000), in Inver- 
ness (1:28), in Bathgate (1:07), in Stranraer (1:04), in Lochgelly 
(0-93), and in Dumfries (0°79). In county districts with popu- 
lations of more than 5,000 the rate was comparatively high in 
Forfar District of Forfar (1-08), Lasswade District of Midlothian 
(0-97), Inverness District of Inverness (0°82), Kirkcaldy District 
of Fife (0-78), and Keith District of Banff (0-70). (Tables 4-7.) 

Other Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths due to epidemic or in- 
fectious diseases other than those already named, but exclusive 
of those from influenza, included among others 138 from cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, 124 from erysipelas, 117 from encephalitis 
lethargica, 25 from acute infantile paralysis, 12 from dysentery, 
and 7 from malaria. Compared with the number in the previous 
year those from cerebro-spinal meningitis numbered 30 more, 
and from acute infantile paralysis and from malaria each 3 more, 
but those from dysentery numbered 2 fewer, from erysipelas 21 
fewer, and from encephalitis lethargica 52 fewer. Of those 
dying from cerebro-spinal meningitis 78 were males and 60 were 
females, 106 were children of less than 5 years old, 17 were 
children aged between 5 and 15, and 15 were persons aged 
15 and upwards. Of those dying from encephalitis lethargica 
53 were males and 64 were females; of them 8 were children of 
less than 5 years old, 9 were children aged 5 to 15, and 100 
were persons aged 15 and over, the largest number falling in 
age-group 25 to 35. Of the 138 deaths from cerebro-spinal 
meningitis 99 were in the larger burghs, 17 in the smaller burghs, 
and 22 in the county districts. Of the ‘147 deaths from encepha- 
litis lethargica 62 occurred in the larger burghs, 23 in the smaller 
burghs, and 32 in the county districts, (Tables 30-34 and 
page 4.) 

In addition to the foregoing deaths from infectious and 
epidemic diseases there were 13 attributed to paratyphoid fever, 
15 to chickenpox, 3 to German measles, 2 to mumps, and 2 to 
infective jaundice. No death from cholera nostras was recorded 
during the year. 

Influenza. —Deaths attributed to influenza in all numbered 
2,026. In the previous year these deaths numbered 1,421, and 
thus those of this year numbered 605 more. In 1918 deaths 
from influenza numbered 11,111 and in 1919 they numbered 
7,215, but in 1920 and 1921 the number fell to under 1,400. In 
1922 it again rose to 3,706, but in 1923 fell to 531. In 1924 it 
rose to 2,490, but since then the number has been smaller, 1,246 
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in 1925, 1,421 in 1926, and 2,026 in 1927. The death-rate from 
influenza was 41 per 100,000, in the previous year it was 29. 
In the male population this death-rate was 42, and in the female 
41. In the larger burghs taken collectively this death-rate 
was 29, in the smaller burghs 52, and in the county districts 54. 
In the previous year these three death-rates were 30, 29 and 27 
respectively. Of the 2,026 persons dying from influenza 230 or 
11:4 per cent. were children of under 5, 53 or 2°6 per cent. were 
children of 5 to 15, 818 or 40-4 per cent. were persons aged 15 
to 65, and 925 or A5- 6 per cent. were persons aged 65 and over. 
Of the 2,026 deaths attributed to this cause 394 were ascribed 
to influenza as the sole cause, and 1,632 to influenza complicated 
by some other condition, the latter among others including 746 
cases attributed to influenza with pneumonia, 317 to rifluenad 
with bronchitis, 90 to influenza with other respiratory disease, 
24 to influenza with phthisis, and 13 to influenza along with some 
disease or accident of pregnancy and parturition. In the previous 
year deaths attributed to influvenza as the sole cause numbered 
319, to influenza with pneumonia 582, to influenza with bron- 
chitis 185, to influenza with other disease of the respiratory 
system 66, to influenza and phthisis 16, and to influenza with 
some disease or accident of pregnancy or parturition 10. In the 
larger burghs taken individually relatively high death-rates from 
influenza occurred in Kilmarnock (103 per 100,000), in Dun- 
fermline (68), and in Hamilton (52). In Glasgow this death-rate 
was 19, in Edinburgh 39, in Dundee 40, and in Aberdeen 26. 
(Tables 80-36 and page 4.) 

Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease 
numbered 4,868, and this only differs by 7 from the number in 
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the previous year. The number, however, is 634 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding five years and 1,226 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. ‘The smallest number 
of deaths from tubercle recorded in Scotland in any one year was 
4,861 and occurred in the previous year, 1926. The maximum 
number of deaths from tuberculosis was 13,027 and occurred in 
the year 1870. ‘The number of these deaths fell below 10,000 
in 1888, below 9,000 in 1910, below 8,000 in 1914, below 7,000 
in 1919, and below 6,000 in 1921. This is the second consecutive 
year in which the number has been below 5,000. Of the 4,868 
deaths from tuberculosis 2,553 were of males and 2,315 of 
females, the former number being 63 more, but the latter 56 
less, than in the previous year. (Tables 34 and 39.) 

The tuberculosis death-rate of the year was LOO per 100,000, 
which is 1 more than in the previous year, but 12 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding five years, and 25 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. In 1870 the tuber- 
culosis death-rate in Scotland attained a maximum of 404 per 
100,000, and since then has shown a very constant decline. It 
fell below 800 for the first time in 1883, below 200 in 1909, 
below 150 in 1919, and below 100 in 1926. In the counties, 
burghs included, the death-rate from tuberculosis varied from 
176 per 100,000 in Sutherland, 142 in Inverness, 137 in Shet- 
land, 132 in Ross and Cromarty, 127 in Kirkcudbright, and 126 
in Caithness, to 12 in Nairn, 60 in Peebles, 64 in Fife, 67 in

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Perth, 68 in Berwick, 71 in Ayr, and 72 in Hast Lothian. In 
the larger burghs taken collectively this death-rate was 114, in 
the smaller burghs 89, and in the county districts 83. In the 
previous year these three rates were 115, 87 and 83 respectively. 
In the larger burghs taken individually this rate varied from 131 
in Greenock, 122 in Glasgow, 120 in Edinburgh, and 116 in 
Dundee, to 61 in Kirkcaldy, 69 in Ayr, 72 in Perth, and 79 in 
Hamilton. In the smaller burghs with populations of over 5,000 
the tuberculosis death-rate varied from 182 in Campbeltown, 180 
in Brechin, 173 in Stranraer, and 171 in Maxwelltown, to 10 
in St. Andrews, 138 in Leven, 19 in Peebles, 28 in Kilsyth, 30 
in Helensburgh, and 33 in Carnoustie. In county districts with 
populations of over 5,000 this death-rate ranged from 243 in 
Skye District of Inverness, 211 in Lewis District of Ross and 
Cromarty, 194 in Dumfries District of Dumfries, 178 in Southern 
District of Kirkcudbright, 173 in North Isles District of Orkney, 
172 in County District of Sutherland, and 159 in Harris District 
of Inverness, to 28 in Gala-Water District of Midlothian, 35 in 
Kelso District of Roxburgh, 37 in County District of Kinross, 
and 41 in Blairgowrie District of Perth. (Tables 4-7 and 40.) 

Of the 4,868 deaths attributed to tuberculosis 3,466 were 
ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system, these including 
4 deaths from laryngeal tuberculosis, 531 to tuberculous menin- 
gitis, 361 to tuberculosis of intestines and peritoneum, 99 to 
tuberculous disease of the spine, 53 to tuberculous disease of 
joints, and 358 others, these last including 268 deaths from dis- 
seminated tuberculosis of which 87 were classed as acute and 181 
as chronic. Deaths from tuberculosis of the skin numbered 6, 
of bones, spine excepted, 25, of the lymphatic glands, abdominal 
olands excepted, 17, and of the genito-urinary system 39. 
(Page 4.) 

Deaths from tuberculosis of the respiratory system numbered 
3,466, which number is 82 more than in the previous year, but 
846 less than the mean of the numbers of the preceding five - 
years, and 715 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten 
years. It is less than those of all individual years since the 
institution of national registration in Scotland with the excep- 
tion of that of the previous year. During the 22 years 1862-1883 
with only 8 exceptions the deaths from tuberculosis of the 
respiratory system numbered more than 8,000 annually and 
attained a maximum of 9,148 in 1870, but since then the number 
of these deaths has been constantly falling. It fell below 8,000 
in 1884, below 7,000 in 1892, below 6,000 in 1910, below 5,000 
in 1914, and has been constantly below 4,000 since 1922. Com- 
pared with the maximum number of deaths from this cause 
the number this year is 0,682 or 62:1 per cent. less. 
(Table 39.) 

The annual death-rate from tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system was 71 per 100,000. This death-rate is 2 more than in 
the previous year, which was the lowest on record, but is 7 less 
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than the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 15 less 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. In the year 
1870 the death-rate from this cause attained a maximum of 283 
per 100,000, compared with which that of this year 1s 212 or 74:9 
per cent. less. In the decade 1871 to 1880 the mean death-rate 
from respiratory tuberculosis was 244 per 100,000, in the decade 
1881 to 1890 it was 202, in the decade 1891 to 1900 it was 171, in 
the decade 1901 to 1910 it was 139, and in the decade 1911 to 1920 
it was 105. In the years 1921 onwards it has constantly been 
less than 90, and in each of the last three years has been less 
than 80. (Table 40.) 

In the male population the death-rate from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system was 76 per 100,000 and in the female 
66, the former being 2 and the latter 1 higher than in the 
previous year. (T'able 34.) 

In the counties, burghs included, this death-rate varied from 
145 in Sutherland, 110 in Inverness and in Ross and Cromarty, 
and 107 in Shetland, to 12 in Nairn, 38 in Kinross, 44 in Fife, 
45 in Berwick, and 46 in Dumbarton and in Perth. (Table 7.) 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this death-rate was 
82 per 100,000, in the smaller burghs 61, and in the county dis- 
tricts 59. In the previous year these three rates were 82, 57 
and 56 respectively. In the larger burghs taken individually 
the tuberculosis of the respiratory system death-rate ranged from 
90 in Glasgow and in Edinburgh, 89 in Dundee, 87 in Greenock, 
and 77 in Falkirk, to 44 in Hamilton, 45 in Perth, 46 in Kirk- 
caldy, 53 in Ayr, and 57 in Dunfermline. In the smaller 
burghs with populations of over 5,000 this death-rate varied 
from 149 in Campbeltown, 120 in Maxwelltown, 119 in Girvan, 
114 in Elgin, and 109 in Hawick and in Wick, to 10 in St. 
Andrews, 13 in Leven, 14 in Kilsyth, 19 in Peebles, and 20 in 
Helensburgh. In county districts with populations of over 5,000 
this death-rate varied from 204 in Skye District of Inverness, 
185 in Lewis District of Ross and Cromarty, 139 in Harris Dis- 
trict of Inverness, 139 in County District of Sutherland, 127 in 
Southern District of Kirkcudbright, and 125 in Dumfries Dis- 
trict of Dumfries, to 10 in Blairgowrie District of Perth, 18 in 
County District of Kinross, 20 in West District of Berwick, 23 
in Arbroath District of Forfar, and 25 in Dunfermline District of 
Fife. (Tables 4-6.) 

Of the 3,466 persons dying from tuberculosis of the respira- 
tory system 203 were children of less than 15 years of age, 826 
were persons aged 15 to 24, 835 were persons aged 25 to 34, 677 
were persons aged 35 to 44, 472 were persons aged 45 to 54, 
300 were persons aged 55 to 64, and 153 were persons aged 65 
or over. Compared with the number in the previous year these 
deaths at ages 25 to 34 numbered 10 more, those at ages 35 to 44 
numbered 93 more, and those at ages 65 and upwards numbered 
19 more, but those at ages under 15 numbered 14 fewer, those at 
ages 15 to 24 numbered 4 fewer, those at ages 45 to 54 numbered 
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16 fewer, and those at ages 55 to 64 numbered 6 fewer. 
(Table 30.) 

The months of the year in which deaths from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system were most frequent were April (346), May 
(822), and March (320), and those in which these deaths were 
least frequent were November (244), October (246), and Sep- 
tember (247). (Page 48.) 

Deaths from tuberculous meningitis numbered 531 and 
equalled a death-rate of 11 per 100,000. This number is 35 
more and this rate is 1 more than in the previous year. Of those 
dying from this cause 313 were males and 218 were females, 
the male death-rate being 13 per 100,000 and the female death- 
rate 9. In the larger burghs taken collectively this death-rate 
was 13 per 100,000, in the smaller burghs 10, and in the county 
districts 8. In the previous year these three rates were 12, 9 and 
8 respectively. In the larger burghs taken individually the 
death-rate from this cause varied from 19 in Clydebank, 18 in 
Aberdeen, and 15 in Glasgow and in Greenock, to 2 in Kirk- 
caldy, 5 in Dunfermline, and 8 in Dundee, in Kilmarnock and 
in Ayr. (Tables 30-38.) 

Of the 531 persons dying from this cause 334 or 62:9 per 
cent. were children of less than 5 years old, 120 or 22°6 per cent. 
were children aged 5 to 14, 58 or 10-9 per cent. were persons 
aged 15 to 24, and only 19 or 3°6 per cent. were persons aged 35 
and over: (Table30°) 

Deaths from tuberculosis of the intestines and peritoneum 
numbered 361 and equalled a death-rate of 7 per 100,000. These 
deaths are 6 fewer than in the previous year. In the male 
population this death-rate was 8 and in the female 7. In the 
larger burghs taken collectively it was 7, in the smaller burghs 
9, and in the county districts 7. In the previous year these three 
rates were 8, 6 and 8 respectively. In the larger burghs taken 
individually the death-rate from this cause varied from 14 in 
Coatbridge, 138 in Dunfermline, and 12 in Greenock, to 2 in 
Kirkcaldy, and 3 in Paisley and in Kilmarnock. In Glasgow 
this rate was 7, in Edinburgh 6, in Dundee 6, and in Aberdeen 
6. (Tables 30-38.) 

Malignant Disease.—Deaths from cancer and other forms of 
mahenant disease registered during the year numbered 6,919 
and equalled a death-rate of 141 per 100,000. These deaths 
numbered 279 more than in the previous year, 455 more than the 
mean of the numbers of the preceding five years, and 847 more 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. This death- 
rate 1s 5 more than in the previous year, 9 more than the mean 
of those of the preceding five years and 16 more than the mean 
of those of the preceding ten years. Both this number and this 
rate are the highest yet recorded. In the decade 1871 to 1880 
the mean cancer death-rate was 49 per 100,000, in the decade 
1881 to 1890 it rose to 59, in the decade 1891 to 1900 to 74, in 
the decade 1901 to 1910 to 93, and in the decade 1911 to 1920 
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to 113, since which date it has been constantly over 122, reaching 
130 for the first time in 1923, and now having attained a 
maximum of 141. (Tables 39 and 40.) 

Of the 6,919 deaths from malignant disease 3,035 occurred 
in the male population and 3,884 in the female, the former 
number being 52 and the latter 227 more than in the previous 
year. The death-rate from this cause in the male population 
was 129 and in the female 153, the former being 2 and the latter 
9 more than in the previous year. In the larger burghs taken 
collectively the cancer death-rate was 147, in the smaller burghs 
144, and in the county districts 130. In the previous year these 
three rates were 141, 145 and 121. Of those dying from 
mahenant disease 34 or 0°5 per cent. were children of under 15, 
577 or 8:3 per cent. persons aged 15 to 44, 3,078 or 44:5 per cent. 
persons aged 45 to 64, and 3,230 or 46°7 per cent. were persons 
aged 65 and upwards. (Tables 30-38.) 

As is constantly the case the age-group death-rates from this 
cause increase with advancing years. In age-groups under 25 
this death-rate is less than 5 per 100,000, but in age-group 35 to 
44 it rises to 66, in age-group 55 to 64 to 525, and in age-group 
15 to 64 at 16 1,354, (Table 30.) 

Of the 6,919 deaths from malignant disease 5,066 were attri- 
buted to carcinoma, 249 to sarcoma, and 1,604 to other or 
unspecified form of cancer. In the previous year these three 
figures were 4,746, 235 and 1,659 respectively. 

The most frequent sites of malignant disease among males 
during the year were the stomach (808), intestines (486), rectum 
(232), liver (210), cesophagus (128), tongue (125), and prostate 
(115). This order of frequency is the same as in the previous 
year. Compared with the number in the previous year deaths 
among males from cancer of the rectum show an increase of 24, 
and those from cancer of the liver an increase of 9, but those 
from cancer of the cesophagus a decrease of 15, from cancer of 
the intestine a decrease of 9, and from cancer of the stomach a 
decrease of 10. The most frequent sites of malignant disease 
among women were the stomach (798), breast (611), intestine 
(607), uterus (529), liver (308), and rectum (163). Compared 
with the number in the previous year deaths among women from 
cancer of the stomach are 49 more, from cancer of the intestine 
50 more, from cancer of the breast 59 more, from cancer of the 
uterus 32 more, and from cancer of the rectum 14 more, but 
those from cancer of the liver are 2 fewer. (T'able 42.) 

Diabetes.—Deaths from this cause in all numbered 519 and 
equalled a death-rate of 11 per 100,000. These deaths number 
1 more than in the previous year and 17 more than the mean of 
the numbers of the preceding five years. Of these 519 deaths 
172 occurred among males and 347 among females, the former 
number being 11 less, but the latter 12 more than in the previous 
year. During recent years deaths from diabetes in the male 
population have been a decreasing quantity; in the years 1920 
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to 1923 they averaged 212 annually, but in the years 1924 to 
1927 this average was 176. In the female population a similar 
decline is not found : in the four years 1920 to 1928 these deaths 
averaged 284, while in the four years 1924 to 1927 they averaged 
ee) tabular statement of the, number of deaths from this 
cause by sex and age since 1920 is annexed, and it may there be 
seen that the number of deaths from this disease in both sexes 
at the younger ages has within recent years been falling, but 
no corresponding fall is found in the older ages, the reverse, an 
increase, being found among females. , 
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Syphilis.—Syphilis was the stated cause of death in 104 
instances. ‘This number is 43 less than in the previous year, 44 
less than the mean of the numbers in the preceding five years, 
and 71 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 
Of these 104 deaths, 71 were of males and 33 of females. Of 
them 46 were children of under five years of age. In addition 
to these 140 deaths there were 364 deaths attributed to para- 
syphilitic diseases, including 140 from general paralysis of the 
insane, 152 from aneurysm, and 72 from locomotor ataxy. These 
deaths from parasyphilitic diseases numbered 11 fewer than in 
the previous year, those from general paralysis of the insane 
being 30 fewer, while those from aneurysm were 19 more. 
Deaths from locomotor ataxy are of the same number as in that 
year. (Tables 39-40 and pages 5-6.) 

Other General Diseases.—The foregoing causes of death are 
of a general rather than of a local anatomical distribution, and 
in addition to them deaths grouped as general diseases included 
225 from rheumatic fever, 186 from chronic rheumatism, osteo- 
arthritis or gout, and 491 from anemia, of which 434 were attri- 
buted to pernicious anemia. Compared with the number in the 
previous year deaths from anemia are 83 fewer, and those from 
chronic rheumatism osteo-arthritis and gout 9 fewer, but those 
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from rheumatic fever are 6 more. Deaths attributed to pernicious 
anemia numbered 78 fewer than in the previous year. (Page 5.) 

Diseases of the Ductless Glands.—Deaths from these diseases 
during the year in all numbered 309, which is 6 more than in 
the previous year. Of these deaths 129 were attributed to 
diseases of the thyroid and parathyroid, these including 81 from 
exophthalmic goitre, 14 from Addison’s disease and other diseases 
of the suprarenal capsules, 9 from diseases of the pituitary 
eland, 10 from diseases of the spleen, 2 from diseases of the 
thymus, and 145 from Hodgkin’s disease, lymphadenoma or 
leuchemia. Compared with the number in the previous year 
deaths from Hodgkin’s disease, lymphadenoma and leuchsemia 
are 13 more, from diseases of the spleen 4 more, and from 
diseases of the thymus | more, but those from diseases of the 
pituitary gland are of the same number, from diseases of the 
thyroid and parathyroid 3 fewer, and from diseases of the supra- 
renal capsules 9 fewer. (Page 5.) 

Chronic Poisonings.—Deaths attributed to chronic poisonings 
in all numbered 46, of which 45 were attributed to alcoholism and 
1 to lead. In the previous year these deaths collectively num- 
bered 538, of which 52 were attributed to alcoholism and 1 to 
morphinism. Of the 46 deaths from alcoholism registered 
during the year 9 were attributed to delirium tremens, 25 to 
acute alcoholism, and 11 to chronic alcoholism. (Page 5.) 

Diseases of the Nervous System.—Deaths from these diseases 
in all numbered 8,318, which is 69 more than in the previous 
year. ‘These deaths include 97 from cerebral abscess and other 
inflammation of the brain, 175 from cerebral tumour, 416 from 
meningitis other than tuberculous or cerebro-spinal, 239 from 
locomotor ataxy and other diseases of the spinal column, 6,055 
from cerebral hemorrhage, embolism, and thrombosis, and in- 
clusive of deaths certified as due to apoplexy and hemiplegia, 
268 from insanity, of which 140 were attributed to general 
paralysis of the insane, 213 to epilepsy, 379 to convulsions or 
eclampsia, of which 370 were among children of less than five 
years old. Compared with the number in the previous year 
deaths from apoplexy are 149 more, from epilepsy 15 more, from 
encephalitis, including cerebral abscess, 13 more, and from 
diseases of the spinal cord 14 more, but those from meningitis 
are 44 fewer, from convulsions 66 fewer, and from insanity 13 
fewer. 

Deaths from general paralysis of the insane, which numbered 
140, show a decrease when compared with those in recent years. 
During the five years 1920 to 1924 the annual average was 220; 
in 1925 these deaths numbered 191, but in 1926 the number fell 
to 170 and is now 140. 

In addition to the above-mentioned 8,318 deaths from diseases 
of the nervous system there were 181 from diseases of the organs 
of special sense, these including 5 from diseases of the eye, 56 
from diseases of the mastoid, and 120 from diseases of the ear. 
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Compared with the returns of the previous year deaths from 
diseases of the ear are 5 fewer, from diseases of the mastoid 3 
fewer, and from diseases of the eye 2 fewer. (Page 5.) 

Diseases of the Circulatory System.—Deaths attributed to the 
various diseases of the circulatory system in all numbered 8,985, 
which is 543 more than in the previous year. ‘These 8,985 deaths 
do not include 799 which were certified as due to syncope or 
heart failure, as such unsatisfactory certificates give no indication 
that the deaths were in fact due to disease of the heart or other 
organ of circulation. Of the 8,985 deaths 7,904 were attributed 
to diseases of the heart, 897 to diseases of the arteries, 37 to 
diseases of the veins, 104 to embolism or thrombosis, 31 to 
diseases of the lymphatic system, and 12 others, of which 4 were 
attributed to haemorrhage of which the cause was not specified. 
Compared with the previous year deaths attributed to heart 
disease numbered 494 more, to diseases of the arteries 53 more 
and to diseases of the veins 11 more, but those attributed to 
embolism and thrombosis numbered 28 fewer. (Page 6.) 

Diseases of the Respiratory System.—Deaths from diseases of 
the respiratory system other than tuberculous and inclusive of 
those associated with influenza in all numbered 10,652, which is 
946 more than in the previous year. Of these 10,652 deaths 21 
were attributed to diseases of the nose, 63 to diseases of the 
larynx, 9,810 to bronchitis or pneumonia, 187 to pleurisy, and 
571 to other diseases of the respiratory organs, including 393 
ascribed to congestion of the lungs and 91 to asthma. Compared 
with the number in the previous year deaths from bronchitis and 
pneumonia taken collectively are 962 more, but those from 
pleurisy are 59 fewer. (Page 6.) 

Bronchitis.—Deaths from bronchitis, mncluding those associ- 
ated with influenza, in all numbered 4,231, which is 460 more 
than in the previous year. The number of these deaths is 203 
less than the mean of the numbers of the preceding five years 
and 451 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 
These deaths equal a death-rate of 86 per 100,000, which rate is 
9 more than that of the previous year, but is 5 less than the mean 
of those of the preceding five years, and LO less than the mean of 
those of the preceding ten years. ‘This death-rate is one which 
has shown marked diminution. From 1864 to 1883 it was con- 
stantly over 200, attaining a maximum of 286 in 1875. Since 
1891 it has been constantly under 200, and during the last ten 
years has seven times been less than 100. (Tables 39-40.) 

Deaths from bronchitis other than those associated with in- 
fluenza numbered 3,914 and equalled a death-rate of 80 per 
100,000. Of these deaths, 1,958 were of males and 1,956 of 
females, the male death-rate from this cause being 83 and the 
female 77 per 100,000, which rates in the previous year were 76 
and 71. In the larger burghs taken collectively the death-rate 
from bronchitis was 89 per 100,000, in the smaller burghs 74, 
and in the county districts 70. In the previous year these three 
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rates were 84, 64, and 62 respectively. In the larger burghs 
taken individually the death-rate from bronchitis ranged from 
113 in Dundee, 97 in Glasgow, and 93 in Greenock and in Ayr, 
to 54 in Kirkcaldy and 55 in Clydebank. In Edinburgh this rate 
was 84 and in Aberdeen 71. Of the 3,914 persons dying from 
bronchitis 676 or 17:3 per cent. were children of less than five 
years old, 943 or 24:1 per cent. were persons aged 15 to 64, and 
2,295 or 58-6 per cent. were persons aged 65 and over. In the 
previous year these three numbers were 535, 943 and 2,108 res- 
pectively. The age-group death-rate from this disease as is usual 
was markedly highest in the youngest and oldest age periods. In 
age-groups over 65 it was constantly over 500 per 100,000 and in 
age-group under one year 470, while in age-groups from 5 to 34 
it was constantly less than 10. (Tables 30-38. ) 

Pneumonmia.—The total number of deaths attributed to pneu- 
monia, including broncho-pneumonia and also including deaths 
from pneumonia associated with influenza, was 6,642. This 
number is 798 more than in the previous year, 150 more than 
the mean of those of the preceding five years, but 891 less than 
the mean of those of the preceding ten years. ‘These deaths 
equal a death-rate of 136 per 100,000, which rate is 17 more than 
that of the previous year and 3 more than the mean of those of 
the preceding five years, but is 19 less than the mean of those 
of the preceding ten years. (Tables 39-40.) 

Deaths from pneumonia, exclusive of those associated with 
influenza, numbered 5,896, of which 2,972 were attributed to 
broncho-pneumonia, ne 2,924 to lobar pneumonia or to pneu- 
monia not otherwise specified. These 5,896 deaths equal a 
death-rate of 121 per 100,000. Compared with the number in 
the previous year deaths from broncho-pneumonia are 354 more — 
and those from other forms of pneumonia are 280 more. Deaths 
from pneumonia in the male population numbered 3,373 and in the 
female population 2,528, the death-rate in the former being 143 
and in the latter 99. In the previous year these two death-rates 
were 127 and 89. In the larger burghs taken collectively the 
pneumonia death-rate was 157 per 100 ‘000 , in the smaller burghs 
87, and in the county districts 84. In the previous year these 
three rates were 145, 77 and 68 respectively. In the larger 
burghs taken individually the pneumonia death-rate varied from 
230 in Coatbridge, 214 in Dundee, and 190 in Glasgow to 60 in 
Dunfermline, 69 in Perth, and 76 in Kirkcaldy. Of the 2,972 
deaths from broncho-pneumonia 2,099 or 70°6 per cent. were 
among children of less than five years old, 1,270 being among 
children of less than one year old, 450 or 15:2 per cent. were 
among persons aged 15 to 65, and 423 or 14:2 per cent. were 
among persons aged 65 and over. Of the 2,924 deaths from 
pneumonia other than broncho-pneumonia 573 or 19°6 per cent. 
were among children of less than five years old, 1,523 or 52-1 
per cent. were among persons aged 5 to 65, and 828 or 28°3 per 
cent. were among persons aged 65 and over. Deaths from 
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broncho-pneumonia at ages under 5 numbered 306 more than 
in the previous year, those at ages over 65 numbered 46 more, 
and those at ages 15 to 65 numbered 2 more. Deaths from other 
forms of pneumonia at ages under 5 numbered 38 more, at 
ages 5 to 65, 82 more, and at ages 65 and over 160 more. Age- 
eroup death-rates from pneumonia—all forms—were highest at 
the extremes of life and lowest at ages 5 to 34. Among children 
of less than 1 year old this death-rate was 1,397 per 100,000, and 
among children of between 1 and 5 years old 304 per 100,000. 
In age-group 75 to 84 this death-rate was 636 and in age-group 
85 and over 883. In age-groups between 5 and 35 it was con- 
stantly under 40 per 100,000. (Tables 30-38 and page 6.) 

Diseases of the Digestiwwe System (other than Malignant).— 
Deaths from diseases of the digestive system collectively num- 
bered 3,725, which is 187 fewer than in the previous year. These 
3,725 deaths included 42 from diseases of the mouth, 82 from 
diseases of the tonsils and pharynx, and 8 from diseases of the 
cesophagus, these three groups collectively numbering 1382, which 
is 23 more than in the previous year. 

Deaths from diseases of the stomach collectively numbered 
665 and are 36 fewer than in the previous year. Of these 665 
deaths 372 were ascribed to ulcer of the stomach, a number which 
is 30 fewer than in the previous year. (Page 6.) 

Deaths from diseases of the intestines numbered 2,289, which 
is 5 more than in the previous year. These deaths included 225 
from duodenal ulcer, 37 from other intestinal ulceration, 964 
from diarrhoea and enteritis, of which 698 were among children 
of less than two years old, 478 from appendicitis, 236 from hernia, 
286 from intestinal obstruction, and 63 from other diseases of the 
intestines. Compared with the number in the previous year 
deaths from duodenal ulcer are 28 more, from other ulceration of 
the intestines 14 more, and from hernia 14 more, but those from 
appendicitis are 5 fewer, from intestinal obstruction 22 fewer, and 
from diarrhoea and enteritis 106 fewer. (Page 7.) 

Deaths from all forms of diarrhoea, including those certified 
as due to enteritis, gastro-enteritis and dysentery, numbered 976, 
which number is 108 less than that of the previous year, 184 less 
than the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 483 less 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. The death- 
rate from these causes combined was 20 per 100,000, which rate 
is 2 less than that of the previous year, 4 less than the mean of 
those of the preceding five years, and 10 less than the mean of 
those of the preceding ten years. It is the lowest death-rate 
from these causes yet recorded. In the decade 1861 to 1870 
this death-rate averaged 95 per 100,000, in the decade 1871 to 
1880 the average was 90, in the decade 1881 to 1890 it was 72, 
in the decade 1891 to 1900 it was 84, in the decade 1901 to 1910 
it was 64, and in the decade 1911 to 1920 it was 45. Since 1922 
it has constantly been less than 30. (T'ables 39-40.) 

Deaths from diseases of the liver in all numbered 501 and are 
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76 fewer than in the previous year. These deaths include 147 
from cirrhosis, 141 from eallstones, 11 from acute yellow atrophy 
of the liver, and 202 from other diseases of the liver. Compared 
with the number in the previous year that of deaths from cirrhosis 
is 30 less, that of deaths from gallstones 25 less, and that from 
acute yellow atrophy is 7 less. (Page 7.) 

Deaths from diseases of the digestive system also included 
48 from diseases of the pancreas, 88 from peritonitis, the cause 
of which was unspecified, and 2 others. Deaths from diseases 
of the pancreas are 1 more than in the previous year but those 
from peritonitis are 5 fewer. (Page 7.) 

Diseases of the Genito-Urinary System (other than Malig- 
nant).—Deaths attributed to these diseases collectively number 
2,782, which is 386 more than in the previous year. Of these 
deaths 2,013 were attributed to diseases of the kidney, 255 to 
calculus or other diseases of the bladder and urethra, 321 to 
diseases of the male reproductive organs, and 193 to diseases of 
the female reproductive organs. Compared with the number in 
the previous year deaths from diseases of the kidney are 44 more, 
from diseases of the female reproductive organs 23 more, and 
from calculus and diseases of the bladder and urethra 3 more, 
but those from diseases of the male reproductive organs are 
34 fewer. Of the 2,013 deaths from diseases of the kidney 224 
were ascribed to acute nephritis, 1,646 to chronic nephritis or 
Bright’s disease, and 143 others. Deaths from acute and 
chronic nephritis collectively numbered 1,870 and equalled a 
death-rate of 38 per 100,000. ‘These deaths were 36 more than in 
the previous year and this death-rate was 1 more. In the male 
population the death-rate from nephritis was 40 per 100,000, 
while in the female population it was 37. (Tables 30-34 and 
page 7.) 

Diseases and Accidents of Pregnancy and Parturition.— 
Deaths from these causes during the year collectively numbered 
622, which is 34 fewer than in the previous year. Of these 
deaths 95 were ascribed to diseases and accidents of pregnancy, 
of which 39 were ascribed to abortion, 19 to uncontrollable 
vomiting, and 11 to ectopic gestation. Deaths from accidents 
of pregnancy numbered 119 and included 66 from hemorrhage, 
and those attributed to diseases of the puerperium numbered 408, 
of which 184 were ascribed to sepsis, 47 to phlegmasia alba 
dolens, or embolism, 109 to eclampsia, 1 to puerperal disease of 
the breast and 67 others. Compared with the number in the 
previous year deaths due to diseases and accidents of pregnancy 
numbered 22 fewer and to accidents of parturition 33 fewer, but 
those to puerperal diseases numbered 11 more. (Page 7.) 

Births registered during the year numbered 96,672, and as 
the deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and parturi- 
tion numbered 622, these deaths equalled a death-rate of 6°4 per 
thousand registered births. This death-rate is the same as in the 
previous year, but is 0-1 more than the mean of those of the 
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preceding five years. In the larger burghs taken collectively 
this death-rate was 6°6, in the smaller burghs 6-0, and in the 
county districts 6:3. In the previous year these three rates were 
6-9, 6°3 and 5-7 respectively. In the larger burghs taken indivi- 
dually this death-rate varied from 8:0 in Dundee, 7-9 in Clyde- 
bank, 7:8 in Coatbridge, and 7-2 in Glasgow, to 3-0 in Dunferm- 
line, 3°3 in Greenock, and 3-4 in Hamilton. In Edinburgh this 
rate was 6°6 and in Aberdeen 6:0. (Table 41.) 

Diseases of the Skin and Cellular Tissue.—Deaths from these 
causes collectively numbered 512, which is 30 fewer than in the 
previous year. Of these deaths 263 were ascribed to senile 
gangrene, 17 to other forms of gangrene, 23 to carbunclg or boil, 
137 to phlegmon or abscess, and 72 others. Deaths from senile 
gangrene numbered 18 fewer than in the previous year. 
(Page 7») 

Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion.—Deaths from these 
causes collectively numbered 125, which is 21 more than in the 
previous year. Of these 125 deaths 99 were attributed to diseases 
of the bones, those of the mastoid excluded, 22 to diseases of 
joints, and 4 others. (Page 8.) 

Malformations.—Deaths attributed to malformations in all 
numbered 502, which is 25 more than in the previous year. Of 
those dying from these causes 278 were males and 224 were 
females, the former, as is usually the case, outnumbering the 
latter. Of the 502 persons whose deaths were due to malforma- 
tions 444 were children of less than 1 year old. (Page 8.) 

Diseases Peculiar to Early Infancy.—Deaths from these causes 
in all numbered 3,234, which is 240 fewer than in the previous 
year. Of these 1,724 were attributed to premature birth and 119 
to injury at birth, the former number being 70 and the latter 13 
fewer than in the previous year. (Page 8.) 

Old Age.—Deaths attributed to senility, including those at- 
tributed to senile dementia, in all numbered 3,528. In the 
previous year this number was 3,521, the difference being only 
7. Of those dying from these causes 1,330 were males and 2,198 
were females, the former number being | less but the latter 8 
more than in the previous year. (Page 8.) 

Violence.—Deaths attributed to violent causes in all num- 
bered 2,957 and equalled a death-rate of 60 per 100,000. These 
deaths numbered 300 more than in the previous year, 360 more 
than the mean of the numbers of the preceding five years, and 
215 more than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 
This death-rate is 6 more than in the previous year, 7 more than 
the mean of those of the preceding five years and 4 more than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. This death-rate is 
higher than in any of the individual years 1921 to 1926. It is 
10 more than in either of the years 1922 and 1923. (Tables 
39-40.) 

The death-rate from violence in the male population was 89 
and in the female population 34. In the previous year these two 
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death-rates were 76 and 34 respectively. In the larger burghs 
taken collectively the death-rate from violence was 62 per 100,000, 
in the smaller burghs 56, and in the county districts 60. In the 
previous year these three rates were 57, 48 and 54, all three being 
lower in that year than in this. In the larger burghs taken 
individually the death-rate from violence varied from 90 per 
100,000 in Perth, 70 in Kilmarnock, 69 in Glasgow, and 66 in 
Falkirk, to 33 in Dunfermline, and 88 in Ayr. (Tables 30-38.) 

Of the 2,957 deaths 503 were attributed to suicide, 2,422 to 
accident, 21 to homicide, and 11 to war casualties. Compared 
with the number in the previous year deaths from accident are 
221 more, from suicide 79 more, and from homicide 4 more, but 
those from war casualties are 4 fewer. (Page 8.) 

Of the 503 deaths from suicide 353 were among males and 150 
among females, the former being 68 and the latter 11 more than 
in the previous year. The death: rate from suicide was 10 per 
100,000. In the male population this death-rate was 15 and in 
the female population 6. In the previous year these three death- 
rates were 9, 12 and 5 respectively. (Table 34.) 

Of the 2,422 deaths attributed to accidental causes 300 were 
due to burns and scalds, 305 to drowning, 228 to falling, and 69 
to poisons, these last including 7 deaths attributed to accidental 
food poisoning, 38 to exposure to poisonous vapours, and 24 
others. Deaths attributed to burns and scalds are 38 more than 
in the previous year, those due to falling are 31 more, those due 
to exposure to poisonous vapours 9 more, and to accidental food 
poisoning 3 more, but those due to drowning are 20 fewer. 
Deaths due to accidents in coal and other mines and quarries 
numbered 142, on railways 102, with motor cars 448, with horses 
and horse-drawn vehicles 18, and with tramcars 18. Deaths due 
to accidents in mines and quarries numbered 61 more than in 
the previous year, on railways 41 more, with motor cars 32 
more, with tramcars 8 more, and with horses and horse-drawn 
vehicles 7 more. (Page 8.) 

The subjoined table has been prepared to show the increase in 
the number of deaths attributed to motor accidents within recent 
years. It may there be noted that during the four years 1921 
to 1924 fatal motor accidents averaged 218 annually, but in the 
year 1925 this number rose to 319, in the year 1926 to 416, and 
in the year 1927, that now under review, to 448. 
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Deaths of children of less than one year old by overlaying or 
other form of suffocation numbered 53. In the previous year 
this number was 93 and in the year before that it was 88. 
(Page 8.) 

Of the 89 deaths attributed to exposure to poisonous vapours 
during the year and not specified as suicidal 30 were due to 
exposure to coal gas, 5 to carbon monoxide, and 4 to other 
poisonous vapours. Of the 30 accidental deaths from coal gas 
poisoning 16 were among males and 14 among females. In the 
previous year these deaths among males numbered 13 and among 
females 8. Of the 24 deaths from accidental poisons other than 
exposure to poisonous vapours or to poisoning by food 3 were due 
to lysol poisoning and 1 to carbolic acid poisoning. In the 
previous year deaths from accidental lysol poisoning numbered 11 
and from carbolic acid 8. (Table 44.) 

In addition to the 39 deaths from accidental exposure to 
poisonous vapours there were 103 cases during the year in which 
the death occurred after the administration of an anesthetic for 
therapeutic purposes, and in which the anesthetic may or may 
not have been a contributory cause. In each of the two preceding 
years these deaths numbered 102. In 82 of these 103 cases chloro- 
form was the anesthetic used either alone or in combination, 
in 49 ether was used, in 4 novocaine, in 3 nitrous oxide, in 3 
ethyl chloride, in 2 stovaine, and in 1 each ethyl bromide and 
cocaine. Further details including the combinations of these 
anesthetics may be found in Table 44 on page cxxui. 

Of the 503 deaths attributed to suicide 238 were by 
poisoning, 79 by cutting or stabbing, these including cut throat, 
70 by drowning, 61 by hanging, 32 by gunshot, 13 by precipita- 
tion, 7 on railways, and 38 by other or not stated means. 
Compared with the number in the previous year deaths by 
poisoning and by cutting and stabbing are each 20 more, by 
hanging 19 more, by gunshot 16 more, and by drowning 5 more, 
but those by precipitation are of the same number and those on 
railways are 4 fewer. (Table 43.) 

Of the 238 deaths from suicidal poisoning 122 were by coal 
gas, 83 by lysol, 7 by carbolic acid, 4 each by strychnine and 
hydrocyanic acid, 3 each by iodine, “‘ corrosive ’’ and oxalic acid, 
2 by chloroform, and 1 each by ammonia, weed killer, caustic 
potash, methyl salicylate, cyanide of potassium, antimony, and 
by unstated means. (Table 44.) 

The total number of deaths by coal gas poisoning during the 
year, suicidal and accidental combined, was 152, which number 
is 3 more than in the previous year. (Table 44.) 

Relative Frequency of Causes of Death.—The following 
tabular statement shows in order of frequency those causes of 
death which during this year or the previous year were the 
prescribed cause of at least 1 per cent. of the total deaths caused

The foregoing list includes 49,250 of the deaths registered 
in 1927, and these amount to 74: 8 per cent. of the total deaths 
of the-year. The percentage of total deaths attributed to tuber- 
culous disease, as shown in the foregoing table, was 7°39. Of 
this percentage 5:27 were attributed to tuberculosis of the 
respiratory system, 0°81 to tuberculous meningitis, 0°55 to 
tuberculosis of the intestines, and 0:77 to other forms of tuber- 
culosis. (Table 33.) 


Infant Deaths.—Deaths of children of less than one year old 
numbered 8,576, and as previously stated equal an infantile 
mortality rate of 88:7 per thousand registered births. Of these 
deaths 4,894 were of males and 3,682 of females. Of them 
3,992 or 41°9 per cent. were children of less than one month old, 
which number is 188 less than in the previous year. The total 
number of children dying less than three months old and 
including those dying under one month old amounted to 4,945 
or 57:7 per cent. of the total dying under one year cold. Those 
dying aged three to six months numbered 1,432 and constituted 
16-7 per cent. of the total dying under one year. Those dying 
at ages six to nine months numbered 1,127 and constituted 13:1 
per cent. of the total, and those dying at ages nine to twelve 
months numbered 1,072 and constituted 12°5 per cent. of the 
total. Compared with the number in the previous year deaths 
of children of less than three months old were 5 more, those of 
children aged three to six months 16 fewer, those of children aged 
six to nine months 39 more, and those of children aged nine to 
twelve months 34 more. (Tables 45-48.) 

The most frequent causes of death among children during the 
year, the numbers caused by each, and the percentage of infantile 
deaths caused by them were—premature birth 1,724 or 20-1 per 
cent., pneumonia 1,576 or 184 per cent., congenital debility 
1,188 or 13:9 per cent., diarrhoea and enteritis 590 or 6-9 per 
eent., congenital malformations 444 or 5°2 per cent., whooping- 
cough 431 or 5:0 per cent., bronchitis 530 or 6°2 per cent., and 
convulsions 291 or 3:4 per cent. Compared with the number in | 
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the previous year deaths from whooping-cough and from bron- 
chitis show increases, while those from the remaining causes 
show decreases. Deaths from whooping-cough numbered 189 
more than in that year and from bronchitis 114 more, but those 
from congenital debility are 156 fewer, from diarrhoeal diseases 
87 fewer, from convulsions 85 fewer, and from premature birth 
10 fewer. (Tables 45-48.) 

Deaths among children of less than one year old from all 
forms of tuberculosis numbered 181, 99 being attributed to 
tuberculous meningitis, 42 to abdominal tuberculosis, and 15 to 
tuberculosis of the respiratory system. These deaths collectively 
number 4 fewer than in the previous year, those from tuber- 
culous meningitis numbering 5 fewer, but those from abdominal 
tuberculosis 6 more. (Tables 4.548.) 

Deaths among children of less than one year old from all forms 
of meningitis, encephalitis, and convulsions numbered 598. In 
the previous year these deaths numbered 703, and thus these 
deaths. this year show a decrease of 105. Of these 598 deaths 
291 were attributed to convulsions, and 138 to other or unspecified 
form of meningitis, 99 to tuberculous meningitis, 59 to cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, 7 to encephalitis lethargica, or to other form 
of encephalitis, and 4 to posterior basal meminortie, Compared 
with the number in the previous year deaths attributed to 
cerebro-spinal meningitis are 22 more, but those attributed to 
convulsions are 85 fewer, and those attributed to meningitis 
other than cerebro-spinal, posterior basal or tuberculous are 30 
fewer. (Tables 45-48.) 

Table M (2) is constructed to collectively show the number of 
deaths among children aged under five years and the causes 
thereof. These deaths in all numbered 12,679, which is 63 fewer

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than in the previous year. Deaths under one are 62 more than in 
the previous year, and those at age one are 12 more, but those at 
age two are 59 fewer, those at age three are 15 fewer, and those 
at age four are 63 fewer. ‘The most frequent causes of death at 
these combined ages during the year were congenital causes 
(3,714), pneumonia, all forms (2,672), diseases of the digestive 
system (1,007), whooping-cough (824), bronchitis (676), and 
measles (626). Compared with the number in the previous year 
deaths from pneumonia are 344 more, from whooping-cough 332 
more, and from bronchitis 141 more, but those from diseases of 
the digestive system are 151 fewer, from congenital causes 213 
fewer, and from measles 252 fewer.

APPENDIX I. 


SIXTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT ON THE VACCINA- 
TION OF CHILDREN IN SCOTLAND (1926). 


This Report deals more especially with the vaccination of 
children born in the year 1926, and who in ordinary course 
should have been vaccinated during that year or during the first 
half of the year 1927. 

Children whose births were shown in the Vaccination Returns 
for the year 1926 numbered 102,457. Of them 6,945 died before 
reaching the age of statutory vaccination (six months), while 
95,512 survived at that date, and it is the latter number which 
more especially falls to be accounted for here. (Table 52.) 

Of the 95,512 children surviving at the time of statutory 
vaccination 58,073 or 60°80 per cent. were either certified as 
having been successfully vaccinated or reported to be insusceptible 
to vaccination by reason of previous uncertified vaccination, 1,063 
or 1-11 per cent. were certified as insusceptible to vaccination for 
reasons other than previous vaccination, while 36,376 or 38-09 
per cent. were not reported as having been vaccinated, the 
majority of these, 80,804, being unvaccinated by reason of 
Declaration of Conscientious Objection on the part of the parents. 
(Table 52.) 

The vaccinated children of the year numbered 58,073, of 
whom 57,741 were reported to have been successfully vaccinated, 
while 332 were reported to be insusceptible to vaccination by 
reason of previous uncertified vaccination. These 58,073 children 
constituted 60°80 per cent. of those surviving at the time of com- 
pulsory vaccination, this proportion being 0°20 less than that of 
the previous year. Previous to the passing of the Vaccination 
(Scotland) Act, 1907, which made the conscientious objection of 
parents a valid reason for avoiding statutory vaccination, more 
than 91 per cent. of the children born in Scotland who survived 
at the time of statutory vaccination were successfully vaccinated. 
In the year in which the Act passed this percentage fell below 
90 and thereafter continued to fall, reaching a minimum of 54:49 
in 1918. In 1920, a year in which there was an epidemic of 
smallpox in Glasgow, this percentage rose to 70°54, but since 
then has again fallen and during the last five years has averaged 
Digits Ad able 52.) 

In the counties the percentage of children surviving at the 
time of compulsory vaccination who were successfully vaccinated 
varied from 89-9 in Nairn, 86°4 in Berwick, 82°8 in Peebles, 82:5 
in Aberdeen, and 82-2 in Bute, to 9:0 in Shetland, 40-8 in Orkney, 
40:9 in Dumbarton, 42:9 in Forfar, 45°5 in Sutherland, and 46-7 
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in Caithness. In 24 counties this percentage was over 50, in 9 
it was under 50. In the larger burghs this percentage varied 
from 86-9 in Aberdeen, 80°3 in Ayr, 79: 1 in Edinburgh, and 71:1 
in Perth, to 30°9 in Dundee, 34:0 in Falkirk, 37-3 in Hamilton, 
37-7 in Greenock, and 39°3 in Clydebank. In 9 of the larger 
burghs this perceiitage was over 50, and in 7 it was under 50. 

Children born during the year 1926 and surviving at the date 
of compulsory vaccination, but who up till the end of the year 
1927 had not been reported as vaccinated, in all numbered 37,489 
and constituted 39°20 per cent. of the total survivors. In the 
previous year such children numbered 87,722 and constituted 
39°00 per cent. of the total. Of the 36,376 unvaccinated children 
1,063 were certified as insusceptible to vaccination, 30,804 were 
unvaccinated by reason of Statutory Declaration of Conscientious 
Objection, 2,338 were unvaccinated by reason of postponement of 
vaccination on medical certificate, and 3,284 were unvaccinated 
or presumed to be so through being lost sight of by removal 
from the district or otherwise. (Table 52.) 

Certificates of Constitutional Insusceptibility in all numbered 
1,063, which number is 263 more than that of the previous year, 
108 more than the mean of the numbers of the preceding five 
years, and 3801 more than the mean of those of the preceding ten 
years. Of the numbers of the preceding ten years only that of 
1921 is greater. In the counties certificates of insusceptibility 
were relatively frequent in Kinross, where they constituted 3:3 
per cent. of the total, in Selkirk 2°5, in Nairn 1:9, and in Perth 
and in Wigtown 1:6. In the counties of Bute and Moray no 
certificates “of insusceptibility were received. In the principal 
towns this rate varied from 2-2 per cent. in Perth, 1:7 in Glasgow, 
1-4 in Edinburgh, and 1°3 in Motherwell and Wishaw and in 
Coatbridge, to 0 in Dunfermline, and 0-1 in Kilmarnock and in 
Falkirk. (Table 52.) 

Children exempted from vaccination by reason of parental 
conscientious objection in all numbered 30,804 and constituted 
32°25 per cent. of children alive at the time of compulsory 
vaccination. This number is 470 less than in the’ previous year, 
1,319 less than the mean of the numbers of the five preceding 
years, and 1,817 less than the mean of those of the ten preceding 
years. This percentage varies but slightly from what it was in 
the previous year, 32°33, and but slightly from the mean of the 
proportions in the previous ten years, which was 32°20. During 
the years 1913 to 1919 this percentage was constantly over 33 
and attained a maximum of 37:20 in 1918. In 1920, a year in 
which smallpox was epidemic in Glasgow, this percentage fell 
to 22°30, but it afterwards increased, and since then has only 
once been below 30. (Table 52.) 

In the counties, burghs included, the percentage of surviving 
children unvaccinated by reason of conscientious objection varied 
from 88:5 in Shetland, 55:7 in Orkney, 52°5 in fee and 52-0 
in Dumbarton, to 5:1 in Nairn, 7:2 in Peebles, 7-5 in Berwick, 
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and 11:4 in Bute and in Wigtown. In the larger burghs this 
proportion varied from 64°1 per cent. in Dundee, 63-1 in Falkirk, 
59-4 in Hamilton, 59:0 in Greenock, and 53°6 in Clydebank, to 
8-0 in Aberdeen, 13:7 in Ayr, 21:3 in Edinburgh, 23°5 in Perth, 
and 24°8 in Glasgow. In 15 of the less populous registration 
districts all children surviving at the time of statutory vaccination 
were exempted for this reason. Of these 15 districts 7 are in 
Shetland, 2 in Orkney, 2 in Ross and Cromarty, 1 in Banff, and 
3in Argyll. Since the passing of the 1907 Amending Act 603,201 
children have been exempted from vaccination by reason of 
parental conscientious objection. 

Children whose births were registered during the year 1926 
and who at the end of 1927 were still unvaccinated by reason of 
postponement on medical grounds numbered 2,338 and consti- 
tuted 2°45 per cent. of those surviving at the time of statutory 
vaccination. This number is 119, and this percentage 0-09 less 
than in the previous year. (Table 52.) 

Children whose vaccinations are unaccounted for through 
removal from the district of registration or otherwise numbered 
3,234 and constituted 3:39 per cent. of those surviving at the 
time of statutory vaccination. This number is 43 more than in 
the previous year, and this percentage is 0:09 more than in the 
previous year. (Table 52.)

ADDITIONAL STATISTICS REGARDING MARRIAGES | 
REGISTERED tn SCOTLAND pbDuRING THE YEAR 1926. 


A statement regarding marriages registered in Scotland 
during the year 1926 was incorporated in the Seventy-second 
Annual Report of the Registrar-General, that dealing with the 
detailed statistics of the registered births and deaths of that 
year, but as full details of the registered marriages were not 
avallable at the time when the Report was prepared, the state- 
ment then made is now supplemented by a more detailed one. 
The already published statement of marriage statistics of the 
year 1926 dealt only with the numbers registered and with the 
marriage-rates while in this additional statement facts regarding 
the method of proclamation, the church of celebration, ages and 
conjugal conditions of those marrying, and the methods of 
signing the marriage schedules, by mark or writing, are included. 

In the Seventy-second Annual Report it was stated that the 
marriages registered in Scotland during the year 1926 numbered 
31,253, but by a complete examination of the Registers this 
number is found to be 31,244, the provisional figure being an 
overstatement by nine. The small correction involved does not 
materially affect the rates published in the Seventy-second 
Annual Report. 

The corrected number of marriages registered in Scotland 
during 1926, 31,244, is 1,212 less than that of the previous year, 
3,476 less than the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 
4,835 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 
The year’s marriages are fewer than in any year since 1917. 
The largest number of marriages registered in Scotland in any 
one year was in 1920 and was 46,754, compared with which 
the number in this year is 15,510 or 33:2 per cent. less. The 
marriage-rate of the year was 6°38, which rate is 0°25 less than 
that of the previous year, 0°72 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding five years, and 1:05 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. There have been only three years since 1855 
in which the marriage-rate was lower than in 1926, these three 
years being 1917, 1887 and 1886, when the marriage-rates were 
6°32, 6°36 and 6°31 respectively. The highest Scottish marriage- 
rate recorded was in the year 1920 and was 9°61, compared with 
which that of this year is 3°23 or 33°6 per cent. less. (Table 9.) 

Regular and Irregular Marriages.—Of the 31,244 marriages 
registered during the year 27,532 or 88°12 per cent. were regular. 
i.e. solemnised by a minister of religion after proclamation of 
banns or after publication of notice at a Registrar’s Office, while 
3,712 or 11°88 per cent. were irregular, i.e. contracted without 
proclamation of banns or publication of notice and not solemnised 
by a minister of religion. In the previous year regular marriages 
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constituted 87°58 per cent. of the total, and irregular marriages 
12:42 per cent. The regular marriages of the year numbered 
892 fewer than in the previous year, and the irregular marriages 
320 fewer. The number of regular marriages of the year is 
2,573 less than the mean of those of the preceding five years and 
2,931 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 
The number of irregular marriages of the year is 903 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding five years and 1,904 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. In the earlier period 
of registration only few irregular marriages were registered, in 
the years 1855 to 1860 the annual average being only 19, and in 
the decade 1861 to 1870 being only 41. In the decade 1871 to 
1880 this average rose to 263, in the decade 1881 to 1890 to 650, 
and in the decade 1891 to 1900 to 1,428. In the decade 1901 
to 1910 it rose to 2,034, and in the decade 1911 to 1920 to 5,312. 
In the year 1919 the number of these marriages attained a maxi- 
mum of 8,351, but since then the number has been decreasing, 
falling below 7,000 in 1921, below 5,000 in 1922, and below 4,000 
in 1924. In 1925 it shghtly rose again, being 4,032, but now 
shows a further fall to 8,712. (Table 9.) 

Of the 3,712 irregular marriages registered during the year 
3,238 or 87-2 per cent. were registered in one or other of the four 
principal burghs, Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee and Aberdeen, 
and only 474 or 12°8 per cent. were registered elsewhere in Scot- 
land. In the previous year the number registered in these four 
burghs was 3,571 and in the rest of Scotland 451. Of all mar- 
riages celebrated in the four principal burghs taken collectively 
21:3 per cent were irregular; in the other large burghs this per- 
centage was 6°8, and in the remainder of Scotland 1:8. Irregular 
marriages registered in Glasgow numbered 1,822, in Edinburgh 
993, in Dundee 202, and in Aberdeen 221. Compared with the 
number in the previous year that of Glasgow shows a decrease of 
169, that of Edinburgh a decrease of 113, and that of Aberdeen 
a decrease of 78, but that of Dundee shows an increase of 27. 
(Table 11.) 

In the larger burghs taken individually the percentage of the 
total marriages constituted by irregular marriages varied from 
26°0 in Edinburgh, 21:1 in Glasgow, and 18°9 in Perth, to 0°4 in 
Clydebank, 0°8 in Coatbridge, 2°1 in Paisley, and 3-2 in Greenock. 
In Dundee this percentage was 15:4, in Aberdeen 15:7, in Dun- 
fermline 15-0, and in Ayr 13:3. In counties, burghs included, 
the relative frequency of irregular marriage varied from 23°5 in 
Midlothian, 16°5 in Lanark, 12°8 in Nairn, 11:6 in Forfar and 
in Moray, and 10:7 in Aberdeen, to 0:0 in Clackmannan, East 
Lothian, Kincardine, Kinross, Peebles, Selkirk and West 
Lothian. (Table 11.) 

Of the 3,712 irregular marriages registered during the year 
3,708 were registered by Sheriff's Warrant in terms of Lord 
Brougham’s Act, while 4 were registered on production of an 
Extract Decree of Declarator. 
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Method of Publication.—Regular marriages registered during 
the year numbered 27,532, and of them 19,215 or 69:8 per cent. 
were solemnised after proclamation by banns in respect of both 
parties, 7,764 or 282 per cent. after publication of notice in 
respect of both parties, and 553 or 2:0 per cent. after proclamation 
by banns in respect of one party and by public notice in respect 
of the other. Compared with the number in the previous year 
marriages celebrated after banns were 581 or 2°9 per cent. fewer, 
after public notice 300 or 3:7 per cent. fewer, and after banns in 
respect of one party and public notice in respect of the other 
11 or 2:0 per cent. fewer. (Table 11.) 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the regular marriages 
of the year numberéd 15,271 and constituted 81:4 per cent. of 
the total in these burghs, while in the remainder of Scotland these 
marriages numbered 12,261, and constituted 98-2 per cent. of the 
total. Of the regular marriages celebrated in the larger burghs 
57-9 per cent. were celebrated after proclamation by banns, 40-2 
per cent. after public notice, and 1-9 per cent. after banns in 
respect of one party and public notice in respect of the other. 
Of the regular marriages celebrated elsewhere in Scotland 84:6 
per cent. were celebrated after banns, 13:3 per cent. after public 
notice, and 2-1 per cent. after banns in respect of one party and 
public notice in respect of the other. The marked difference 
between the percentages of those resorting to banns and those 
resorting to public notice in the larger burghs and in the rest of 
Scotland is of constant occurrence. All the regular marriages of 
the year in the counties of Caithness, Nairn, Shetland and Wig- 
town were after publication by banns. In the counties of Dum- 
barton, Lanark and Renfrew more than 30 per cent. of the regular 
marriages were after publication of notice. (Table 11.) 

Of marriages celebrated according to the rites of the Church 
of Scotland 85-2 per cent. were after banns in respect of both

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parties, which proportion in the United Free Church was 72:8, 
but in the Jewish Church this percentage was only 16-9, and in 
the Roman Catholic Church 18-0. 

Church of Celebration.—Of the 27,532 regular marriages 
celebrated during the year 13,203 or 48:0 per cent. were cele- 
brated according to the rites of the Church of Scotland, 7,403 or 
26°9 per cent. according to those of the United Free Church, 
3,580 or 13-0 per cent. according to those of the Roman Catholic 
Church, 964 or 3°5 per cent. according to those of the Scottish 
Kpiscopal Church, 318 or 1-1 per cent. according to those of the 
Free Church, and 2,064 or 7:5 per cent. according to those of 
Churches of other denomination. Compared with the number in 
the previous year Church of Scotland marriages were 345 fewer, 
Roman Catholic marriages 285 fewer, and United Free Church 
marriages 128 fewer, but Episcopal Church marriages are 13 
more and Free Church marriages are 56 more. Marriages in 
denominations other than the foregoing were 203 fewer than in 
that year. (Table 12.) 

Marriages celebrated according to the rites of the three large 
Presbyterian Churches of Scotland, the Church of Scotland, the 
United Free Church and the Free Church, collectively numbered 
20,924 and constituted 76:0 per cent. of the total regular mar- 
riages of the year, and 67-0 per cent. of the total marriages of the 
year, regular and irregular included. In the previous year this 
number was 21,341, and these two percentages were 75-1 and 
65:8 per cent. respectively. 

The counties in which marriages according to the rites of 
the Church of Scotland were relatively most frequent were Kirk- 
cudbright (75:3 per cent.), Wigtown (72:9 per cent.), Kincardine 
(69°5 per cent.), Kast Lothian (69-0 per cent.), Berwick (68:1 per 
cent.), Peebles (67:8 per cent.), Kinross (65:2 per cent.), and 
Roxburgh (63-4 per cent.). The percentages given in this and 
in the four following paragraphs are those of the total marriages 
registered inclusive of irregular marriages. (Table 12.)

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United Free Church marriages were relatively most numerous 
in Orkney (52:3 per cent.), in ‘Clackmannan (38:1 per cent.), in 
Selkirk (37-8 per cent.), in Bute (36°5 per cent.), in Nairn (381-9 
per cent.), in Caithness (31:3 per cent.), in Stirling (30-7 per 
cent.), and in Fife (30°5 per cent.). (Table 12.) 

Free Church marriages constituted 33°7 per cent. of the total 
in Ross and Cromarty, 28°0 per cent. in Sutherland, 12°3 per 
cent. in Inverness, 9°5 per cent. in Bute, 8°5 per cent. in Nairn, 
78 per cent. in Caithness, and 3-9 per cent. in Argyll. In 18 
counties there were no marriages celebrated according to the rites 
of the Free Church. (Table 12.) 

Roman Catholic marriages constituted 25-0 per cent. of the 
total marriages of the year in Dumbarton, 21°8 per cent. in 
Renfrew, 17°2 in Lanark, 16°2 in Bute, 12°5 in West Lothian, 
and 12°2in Forfar. In 7 counties there were no Roman Catholic 
marriages. (Table 12.) 

Marriages according to the rites of the Scottish Episcopal 
Church were relatively most frequent in Kincardjne, where they 
constituted 11:8 per cent. of the total marriages of the year, in 
Roxburgh 7:6 per cent., in Forfar 6:4 per cent., and in Mid- 
lothian 5°3 per cent. (Table 12.) 

A complete list of the religious denominations named in the 
Marriage Registers of the year is given in Table P, and it may 
there be seen that these dénominations in all numbered 40. In 
the previous year they numbered 39, in the year 1924 they num- 
bered 42, and in 1923 they numbered 38. These 40 denominations 
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included the five mentioned in the five preceding paragraphs and 
four others in which at least 100 marriages were celebrated during 
the year, these being Congregational Church (921 marriages), 
Baptist Church (852 marriages), Wesleyan Methodist Church 
(198 marriages), and Christian Brethren (108 marriages). Con- 
eregational Church marriages numbered 59 fewer than in the 
previous year, Baptist Church marriages 44 fewer, Wesleyan 
Methodist Church marriages 41 fewer, and marriages among 
Christian Brethren 36 fewer. 

Conjugal Condition of those Marrying.—Of the 31,244 men 
marrying during the year 28,933 or 92°6 per cent. were bachelors, 
while 2,311 or 7-4 per cent. were widowers. Compared with the 
number in the previous year bachelors marrying numbered 1,086 
fewer, and widowers marrying numbered 125 fewer. Of the 
31,244 women marrying during the year 29,910 or 95:7 per cent. 
were spinsters, and 1,334 or 4°3 per cent. were widows, the 
former being 1,022 fewer and the latter 189 fewer, than in the 
previous year. (Table 13.) 

Of the 28,933 bachelors marrying during the year 28,261 or 
97:7 per cent. married spinsters, and 672 or 2°3 per cent. married 
widows, the former being 956 fewer, and the latter 130 fewer, 
than in the previous year. Of the 2,311 widowers marrying 
1,649 or 71:4 per cent. married spinsters, and 662 or 28°6 per cent. 
married widows, the former number being 66 and the latter 59, 
fewer than in the previous year. Of the 29,910 spinsters marrying 
during the year 28,261 or 94:5 per cent. married bachelors, and 
1,649 or 5°5 per cent. married widowers, the former being 956 
fewer than in the previous year, and the latter 66 fewer. Of 
the 1,334 widows marrying during the year 672 or 50:4 per cent. 
married bachelors, and 662 or 49°6 per cent. married widowers, 
the former number being 130, and the latter 59, fewer than in the 
previous year. (Table 13.) 

The number of widows marrying during the year, 1,334, is 
distinctly less than in recent years. Subsequent to the war there 
was a large increase in the number of widows marrying, a maxi-

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mum of 4,054 having occurred in 1919. In 1920 these marriages 
numbered 3,660, and in both 1921 and 1922 numbered more than 
2,000. The number fell below 2,000 in 1923, below 1,700 in 
1924, below 1,600 in 1925, and in 1926 was only 1,834. In the 
decade 1901 to 1910 these marriages averaged 1,556 annually. 

Method of Signature.—Ot the 62, 488 persons contracting 
marriage during the year 62,348 signed the marriage schedules 
in writing, and only 140 did so by. mark. Of the “140 persons 
signing by mark 76 were males and 64 were females. In the 
previous year 79 males and 99 females used the mark for 
this purpose. The number of women using the mark for this 
purpose is the smallest yet recorded, and that of men is 
smaller than in all previous years with the exception of 1924, 
when their number was 68, and 1922, when their number was 
70. This is the fifth consecutive year in which fewer than LOO 
men used the mark and the second consecutive year in which fewer 
than 100 women did so. These numbers, 76 and 64, are in great 
contrast to what they were in the earlier years of registration. 
In the decade 1861 to 1870 the average annual number of men 
using the mark was 2,387 and of women 4,736. In the decade 
1891 to 1900 these averages had fallen to 740 and 1,162, and in 
the decade 1911 to 1920 they had further fallen to 221 and 300. 
(Table 10.) 

Of the 140 persons using the mark 76 were married in the 
County of Lanark (Glasgow included), 15 in Midlothian, 10 in 
Forfar, and 6 in Renfrew. In no other county did the number 
exceed 5. The age distribution of those using the mark is shown 
in Table Q, aad; the church of sclchrhtibr.. in Table R. The 
more outstanding feature in Table Q is the comparatively large

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number of these persons, 68, in age-groups 20 to 39, and the out- 
standing feature in Table R is the comparatively large number, 
47, among those married according to the rites of the Roman 
Catholic Church, observations pointing to many of the users being 
of other than Scottish birth and education. (T'able 14.) 

Ages of Persons Marrying.—The average age of all persons 
marrying during the year was 27-91 years, that of all bridegrooms 
being 29°36, and of all brides 26-46. Compared with the figure 
in the previous year that of all persons is 0-13 less, of all bride- 
grooms 0-12 less and of all brides 0-14 less. | 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the average age of all 
persons marrying was 28°02, and in the rest of Scotland 27-74, 
the former number being 0-23 less than in the previous year, but 
the latter being 0-01 more. In the larger burghs the average 
age of men marrying during the year was 29°51, and in the rest 
of Scotland 29:14, the former figure being 0:17, and the latter 
0-05, less than in the previous year. In the larger burghs the 
average age of women marrying during the year was 26°53, while 
in the rest of Scotland it was 26°35, the former being 0-29 
less, but the latter 0°08 more, than in the previous year. 
(Tables 15-16.) 

The average age of all bachelors marrying during the year 
was 28:0, of those marrying spinsters 27°8, and of those marrying 
widows 87:1. Compared with the figure in the previous year the 
average age of all bachelors marrying is 0-1 less, and of those 
marrying spinsters 0:1 less, but that of bachelors marrying widows 
is of the same amount. The average age of all widowers marrying 
during the year was 46°3, of those marrying spinsters 44-4, and 
of those marrying widows 51:2. Compared with the corres- 
ponding figure in the previous year the average age of all 
widowers marrying is 0:2 less, and of those marrying spinsters 
0-4 less, but of those marrying widows it is 0°8 more.

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The average age of all spinsters marrying during the year 
was 25°8, which is O-1 less than in the previous year. The 
average age of spinsters marrying bachelors was 25:3, and of 
spinsters marrying widowers 34:9, the former being 0-1 and the 
latter 0°6 less than in the previous year. The average age of 
all widows marrying during the year was 41:5, which is 0-9 more 
than in the previous year. The average age of widows marrying 
bachelors was 37-3, and of widows marrying widowers 45:9, the 
former being 0-2, and the latter 1:5, more than in the previous 
year. 

The average age of bridegrooms marrying during the year 
exceeded that of all brides by 2: 9 years, which is exactly the same 
as in the previous year, and also as in the year 1924. In the 
case of bachelors marrying spinsters this difference is 2°5, in the 
case of widowers marrying spinsters 9°5, and in the case of 
widowers marrying widows 5:3, the first of these being the 
same as in the previous year and the second 0:2 more, but the 
difference in the case of widowers marrying widows is 0:7 less. 
The average age of the bride in marriages between bachelors 
and widows exceeds that of the bridegroom by 0-2; in the 
previous year these two average ages equalled each other. 

In the counties, burghs included, the average age of men at 
the time of marriage varied from 34:1 in Ross and Cromarty, 
32°9 in Argyll, 32°6 in Inverness, 32°2 in Shetland, and 31°5 in 
Bute, to 27-5 in West Lothian, 27-8 in Kinross and in Kincardine, 
27-9 in Clackmannan, and 28:1 in Fife. In the counties the 
average of women marrying varied from 29°8 in Ross and 
Cromarty, 29:1 in Shetland, 28:2 in Argyll, and 28-0 in Selkirk, 
to 24°5 in Kincardine, 24-7 in West Tecthiiece: and 25-6 in Fife 
and in Stirling. (Tables 15-16.) 

In the larger burghs taken individually the average age of 
men at marriage varied from 30-2 in Edinburgh and in Perth, 
29-7 in Glasgow, and 29°5 in Dunfermline, to 26°9 in Hamilton, 
27-0 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 28°2 in Greenock. In these 
burghs the average age of women at marriage varied from 27:3 in 
Edinburgh, 27°2 in Perth, and 26°6 in Glasgow, in Dundee and 
in Ayr, to 24°3 in Bi okherwell and ai shaw: 24-6 in Hamilton, 
and 25:1 in Greenock. (Tables 15-16.) 

The youngest bridegrooms of the year were 3 bachelors aged 
16 and 39 bachelors aged 17, and the youngest widowers marrying 
during the year were 2 aged 20, and 18 aged 21 to 24. The 
youngest brides of the year were 2 spinsters ‘aged 14, 8 spinsters 
aged 15, and 66 spinsters aged 16. The youngest widows mar- 
ried during the year were 1 aged 20, and 27 aged 21 to 24. 
(Tables 19-23.) 

The oldest men marrying during the year were 2 aged 80 
and 84 respectively, both of whom were widowers and both of 
whom married widows, and 16 aged between 75 and 80, of whom 
2 were bachelors marrying spinsters, 10 were widowers marrying 
spinsters, and 4 were widowers marrying widows, The oldest 
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women marrying during the year were 2 aged 75 and 77 res- 
pectively, both of whom were widows marrying widowers, and 
16 at ages 70 to 74, of whom 2 were spinsters marrying 
bachelors, 2 were spinsters marrying widowers, and 12 were 
widows marrying widowers. (Tables 19-23.) 

The average combined age of the bridegrooms and brides of 
the year was 55:8 years. The youngest combination of ages 
during the year was 82, which occurred in one case where a boy 
of 17 married a girl of 15, and 33 in three instances where boys 
of 17 married girls of 16. The oldest combined ages were 155 
years (a widower of 84 and a widow of 71), 152 years (a widower 
of 78 and a widow of 74), 150 years (a widower and a widow each 
aged 75 years), 147 years (a widower of 73 years and a widow 
of 74 years), and 146 years (a widower of 74 years and a spinster 
of 72 years). (Tables 19-23.)

REPORT ON THE WEATHER OF SCOTLAND FOR THE 
YHAR ENDING 31st DECEMBER 1927. 


Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Hdinburgh. 


Under the heading of ‘* Meteorological Notes ’’ a descriptive 
account of the weather is given in the ‘‘ Monthly Returns ”’ 
published by Authority of the Registrar-General, and the notes 
are accompanied by statistics for some of the Principal Towns. 
The present report, for the whole year, is of a general character 
as to the text, and to it are appended detailed statistics for 67 
stations. 


General.—The outstanding features of the year are indicated 
in the course of the report. The most notable were, perhaps :- 
(1) Extremely cold weather in June; abnormally mild weather 
towards the end of October and early in November; and very 
wintry conditions during a great part of December. (2) An 
unusual frequency of thunderstorms from May to September. 
(3) Excessive rainfall in many districts in August and September, 
and the almost nominal precipitation over wide areas towards the 
north-west in December. 


Pressure and Winds.—The mean barometric pressure of the 
year was appreciably below the normal. JANUARY was a stormy 
month, notably on 12th and 13th and from 26th to 29th. There 
was a marked prevalence of westerly winds and the mean 
pressure was the lowest recorded since 1915. In FEBRUARY 
anticyclonic conditions prevailed during the first three weeks, 
and, generally, wind force was light to moderate. The mean 
pressure for Marcu was the lowest recorded since 1912, with 
south-westerly winds much in evidence. These reached gale 
force around 25th. In AprRin, with pressure rather below 
the normal, winds were mostly westerly to north-westerly, and 
these were strong in force during the first and fourth weeks. 
During May northerly winds, usually light or moderate, were 
frequent. 

In each month from JUNE to SEPTEMBER inclusive mean 
pressure was below the normal. From about 16th to 26th June 
westerly winds were strong, reaching gale force at times; and in 
SEPTEMBER, with a succession of Atlantic depressions, conditions 
were very unsettled, with gales around 22nd and 28th. 

In both OcToBEeR and NOVEMBER mean pressure was slightly 
above the normal; but there were some stormy periods, notably 
around 28th October and around 21st and 26th November, In 
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DECEMBER the mean pressure was unusually high, and the pre- 
dominance of winds from a northerly or easterly point was very 
striking. Wind force was high around 5th, and for the greater 
part of the month very stormy conditions prevailed over the 
North Sea. 


Noteworthy Gales.—The stormiest periods of the year have 
been indicated in the preceding paragraphs; but special mention 
may be made of gales which occurred on (1) January 28th, and 
(2) October 28th and 29th. 

(1) The gale of January 28th was associated with a déep 
depression off the north-west coast of Ireland and affected the 
greater part of the British Isles. At Paisley the wind reached in 
a gust a velocity of 104 miles per hour, and at Tiree 108 miles 
per hour. Considerable damage and some loss of life occurred at 
sea, and in the Highlands many trees were uprooted. 

(2) On the afternoon of October 28th and the morning of 
29th a deep and vigorous depression moved rapidly across the 
north of Ireland and the south of Scotland, and a westerly gale 
was of considerable severity, though more notably so in the north 
of Ireland and the north-west of England than in Scotland. 


Temperature.—JANUARY was on the whole a mild month, 
though there was a cold snap on 4th and 5th and rather wintry 
weather during the third week or so. FEBRUARY was mainly 
cold up to 19th, and then mild; whilst Marcu was unusually 
mild,—in Scotland the mildest March since 1893. 

In Aprit mild conditions continued until about 20th; but the 
last week was extremely cold, and May was on the whole cold, 
though unusually high day temperatures occurred on 8th and 9th. 
JUNE was very cold,—for Scotland generally the coldest June for 
at least 60 years, and at HKdinburgh the coldest for at least 
150 years. 

During both Junty and AucustT temperature was, as a rule, 
fairly high, and there were some rather warm nights. In SEp- 
TEMBER the last three weeks were decidedly cold. 

During the first half of OcroBER day temperature was mostly 
above the normal; but the third week, with northerly winds, 
was extremely cold. An influx of equatorial air brought ab- 
normally mild conditions from 25th onwards. The early days 
of NOVEMBER were also abnormally mild, and after extremely 
cold weather from 6th to 15th, there was a return to mild condi- 
tions. DECEMBER, after the first ten days or so, was characterised 
by extremely cold and wintry weather, though there was a brief 
mild interval from 21st to 24th. From 16th to 20th in particular 
the days were exceptionally cold. | 


Rainfall.—tIn January rainfall was above the normal except 
in some eastern coastal districts. There were some heavy falls 
from Ist to 13th, and from 20th onwards. In FEBRUARY amounts 
were moderate, or decidedly deficient, in most districts; and in 
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Marcu there was a decided deficiency in the north, but an 
appreciable excess in Perthshire and in some western districts, 
notably in South Ayrshire. 

APRIL was a very wet month towards the north-west, and in 
general there was an excess except in some eastern and southern 
districts, where there was a decided deficiency. In May, 
relatively to the normal, distribution was irregular; but in most 
southern and north-western districts there was a _ decided 
deficiency. JUNE was everywhere very wet, and especially so in 
some western and northern districts. 

In Juny rainfall was deficient toward north-west, in the 
extreme north, and in the north-east; but elsewhere, with much 
of the rain of thunderstorm origin, the distribution was irregular. 
AUGUST was very dry in north and north-west; but elsewhere 
as a rule extremely wet. At Edinburgh the month was the 
wettest August for 50 years. SEPTEMBER was everywhere wet 
or very wet, with some very heavy falls. At Edinburgh the 
ageregate was the largest recorded in any month since August 
1877, and the largest recorded in any September since 1785. 

In OCTOBER tere was in general an excess, but amounts 
were below the normal in some Border districts. In NOVEMBER 
the distribution was irregular; towards the south-east there was 
in general a deficiency, and towards south-west and in extreme 
north an excess. In DECEMBER in Hast Lothian and part of 
Forfarshire the month’s precipitation equalled or exceeded the 
normal; but elsewhere there was a deficiency, moderate in 
eastern districts but becoming more marked towards the west, 
where the month was everywhere notably dry. Over consider- 
able areas in the north-west aggregates were less than half an 
inch, with only 5 per cent. of the normal at Fort Wiliam and 
only 3 per cent. at Glenquoich. At both these places, as at 
many others, the month was much the driest December on 
record. 

The total rainfall of the year was slightly deficient in some 
parts of the West Highlands, but the general rainfall of Scot- 
land represented 114 per cent. of the normal. 

In July, August, and September there were various heavy 
falls of great local intensity. The most notable rainstorm of the 
year was perhaps one which visited the east and south of Scot- 
land on 21st and 22nd September,—with as much as 3:75 in. 
near Stonehaven on 22nd. 


Snow.—There was comparatively little snow during the first 
three months of the year, although on January 4th and January 
20th there were rather widespread falls. In Februar y there were 
only trifling falls, and in March no general falls, though moderate 
amounts fell on high ground on 1th and 25th. During the last 
week of April rather widespread snowstorms were experienced 
in the north and east. In Shetland and in some _ northern 
districts, including Morayshire, conditions amounted to a 

¢ 
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‘ blizzard,’’ and the storm appears to have been one of the 
worst on record. A sudden fall on the evening of 30th in the 
Lothians and elsewhere was notable. In May snow or sleet 
occurred here and there on a few days, and in June snow fell on 
high ground early in the month and again around 22nd. 

Snow fell in October here and there in the south on 2nd and 
about 20th; and in November in the north and on the Borders 
on 7th, with further heavy falls in the north on several days 
thereafter and very serious drifting in some districts. In 
December there were heavy falls in north and east between 15th 
and 19th, and further very heavy falls in these areas from 24th 
onwards, with extensive blocking of roads by deep snow drifts, 
notably in parts of Banffshire and Morayshire. ‘Towards south- 
west no snow was experienced until 31st. 


Thunder.—Thunderstorms occurred in every month except 
December; were unusually frequent from May to September ; 
and in July, and again in August, were experienced more or less 
widely on as many as 21 days. A rather widespread storm on 
17th June was of considerable intensity in some places, and at 
Falkirk the town steeple was partly destroyed. In July there 
were some intense and very local “‘ cloudbursts,’’ and on 21st 
a severe and very general storm from Inverness southwards. In 
August thunderstorms on 5th and 9th involved the greater part 
of Scotland to the south of the Caledonian Canal; and on Sep- 
tember 7th one which visited the south-east and south of Scotland 
was the worst experienced for many years. 


Flooding.—With the melting of the snow which had accumu- 
lated on the hills at the end of April, and the early rains of May, 
there was heavy flooding of the Perthshire rivers; and at the 
beginning and end of October rather serious flooding in various 
districts,—notably in the Greenock area on 2nd. 

During the summer period thunderstorm rains were at times 
followed by serious flooding, notably on July 21st, when the 
Glasgow area was seriously affected; on August 5th and 9th, 
especially in Perthshire and the Lothians; and on September 
7th in the Lothian and Border Counties. 


Sunshine.—In JANUARY a good deal of fog occurred in the 
west, but the east was fairly sunny ; in FEBRUARY fog was rather 
prevalent, but the Moray Firth area was conspicuously sunny ; 
and in Marcu western districts were rather sunny but eastern 
districts somewhat cloudy. In Aprit, on the other hand, the 
east was sunny but the west relatively cloudy, and the relation- 
ship between east and west was again inverted in the following 
month, with the cloudiest May on record at Aberdeen. In JUNE 
there were a few very sunny days, and in both Juty and AuGustT 
the north-west and north stood out as conspicuously sunny 
areas, whilst in the east conditions were rather cloudy and fog 
oecurred. SEPTEMBER was in many districts an extremely cloudy 
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month; in OcToBER distribution was irregular, with some fog ; 
and in NovEMBER the north was sunny, but elsewhere there was 
much cloud, and from 18th to 28rd very gloomy conditions. In_ 
DECEMBER almost sunless weather prevailed in the east until the 
last week. 

On the Island of Tiree the aggregate ‘* bright sunshine ’’ for 
the year was 1,581 hours, as compared with 1,220 hours at 
Aberdeen. 


Aurora.—Aurora was very frequently observed, and was 
indeed noted in Scotland in every month of the year. Displays 
were observed even in England, and as far south as London on 
December 20th and as far south as Oxford on December 28th.
